DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The P resident’s E xecutive Order. 
W ashington, October 30th.—Tlie execu­ 
tive order of the President, giving notice 
that lie will hereafter dicline to see all per­ 
sons seeking official appointments, or their 
advocates, and limiting to certain hours on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays the 
time when he will grant interviews on 
other publjc matters, docs not mean that 
appointments are to he lessened, but is in­ 
tended to direct those who desire personal 
interviews with the appointing power to 
the proper heads of Departments, whose 
recommendations guide the President in 
his appointments. 
These recommenda­ 
tions, it ¡3 said, have in the past been in­ 
variably observed, and the interviews with 
applicants and their friends have consumed 
almost the entire time of the President, 
and been of no use to him or them. 
The V acancies in the Civil Service C oin­ 
m ission. 
W ashington, October 30th.—The Star 
to-night says : It is probable, in the reor­ 
ganization of the Civil Service Commission, 
the chief place will he given lo Judge May­ 
nard. the present Second Comptroller of 
the Treasury. It is said at the White House 
that the vacancies on the Civil Service 
Commission will not he filled until after 
the President’s return from Buffalo, on 
Wednesday or Thursday next, and that no 
appointments us Commissioners have yet 
been determined upon. Second Comptrol­ 
ler Maynard says no place on the Commis­ 
sion has been offered him, and he has no 
aspirations whatever in that direction. 
O perations o f the Labor Bureau. 
W ashington, October 30th.—In his first 
annual report to the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior. upon operations of the "Labor Bureau 
since its establishment. Commissioner Car­ 
roll D. Wri’glit begins with a statement of 
the organization of the Bureau and a re­ 
view of the line of policy outlined for the 
conduct of its investigations. The principal 
features of that policy were the refusal to 
recognize parties; that the Bureau should 
be disconnected with politics, and from a

W ashington, October 30th.—Edward C. 
Bain, messenger of the National Metropol­ 
itan Bank of this city, left that institution 
early this morning to make the usual daily 
collections from ¡¡other city banks. In ii 
few hours lie returned and informed the 
Cashier that lie had lost a wallet contain­ 
ing the money he had collected, amounting 
to $20,100. Before informing the Cashier 
of his loss Bain drew from the bank $1.800 
which he had on deposit there, and handed 
it to his sister, to whose house he had gone 
as soon as he missed the money, and who 
accompanied him back to the bank. 
The money was in $100 and 
$00 
notes. Although Bain claims t« have 
lost the nockct-book containing the col­ 
lections. the general supposition is that it 
was stolen from him by some clever pick­ 
pocket. He claims to have taken the 
pocket-book from his inside coat pocket, 
and put it in his hip pocket, while in the 
city Postoffioe, wlieie he went to get the 
mail, after he made ail his collections, and 
to have missed it after he had gone about 
a block from the Postoffioe. Bain has been 
in the employ oí tiie bank only a few 
months. He is a cousin of the Bain Bros., 
of the defunct Exchange Bank of Norfolk, 
Va. He was taken to the police head­ 
quarters anil put through a severe exami­ 
nation, and then allowed to go. The bank 
offers a reward of $2,500 for the recovery of 
the money.

W ashington, October 30th. — Luther 
Harrison, ex-Assistant Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, has filed a peti­ 
tion in the Supreme Court of the District 
ol Colnmbia, for a writ of mandamus, to 
compel the Secretary of the Interior to 
admit him to practice as an attorney be­ 
fore the Interior Department. Harrison is 
one of the ex-officials debarred from prac­ 
tice before the Department for two years 
from the date of his retirement from 
office, by the recent order of Secretary 
Lamar.

industrial depression, involving a study of 
their character, their causes, and whether,

vestigation included the question of the 
influence of depressions on the cost of liv­ 
ing, the extent to whicli the industries are 
involved, the cost of production, as influ­ 
enced by the use of machinery, and other 
kinds of questions. Between March 17th 
and June 30th twenty special agents were 
appointed, and at the close of the fiscal year, 
fifteen of these agents were actively em ­ 
ployed in the United States and live in 
Europe, collecting the information re­ 
quired. The results of the investigations 
will be embodied in the first annual report 
of the bureau, which will he submitted 
early in the coming year. The appropria­ 
tion for the expenses’of the bureau for the 
year ended June 30, 1885, were ample for 
its expenses, and nearly $9,000 were cov­ 
ered into the treasury, in conclusion, 
the Commissioner says the appropriation 
for the present fiscal year will, in his judg 
ment, suffice for the first full year's

W ashington, October 30th.—The Secre- , 
tarv of the Interior has received the report !

July last. He says he found a lack of dis- 
clpline among theemploves, and that hunt- j Sale 
era were killing game.

STANFORD’S MUNIFICENCE. 
The Vlua, G rldley and P alo A lto R anchos 
lo be Given In Trust. 
I nrier the above beading the San Fran­ 
cisco Poxt ot October 30th has the follow- 
im r: 
There comes from Tehama county, hy 
way ol the local papers, the following 
story : 
At the last session of the Hoard 
ot Supervisors of Tehama county. Creed 
Raymond made some interesting state­ 
ments in regard to the disposition of Sen* 
ator Stanford’s property in that countv. 
Hedeclart*d that all the Senator’s lands in 
leham a county, and especially the vine* 
yard, will he divided into 40-acre tracts and 
rented, the proceeds going to the university 
and schools at Palo Alto. When the Vina 
ranch and vineyard are donated to tin* 
State, which will be in December, forty 
feet on the northern line of the ranch will 
he deeded to the county of Tehama for a 
road. Mr. Raymond said also that the 
twenty-five Trustees who are to have charge 
of the property of the university will be 
selected and installed in otlice by March 
8, 1880. 
St a n f o r d ’s m u n if ic e n t g if t s . 
Though not quite a correct report of what 
iliil take place at that meeting, the above 
contains this much of truth : Creed Hay- 
inond did appear and suggest that the run­ 
ning of a road through the best j,art of the 
Vina vineyard would injuriously affect 
property soon to be deeded in trust for 
Stanford’s great educational endowments 
and he also suggested that, as the Trustees 
who would soon be appointed might have 
some plans for subdividing the grant, it 
would be only proper to consult with them 
about the road-building or any changes af­ 
fecting the property of the trust. To all 
inquirers Senator Stanford uniformly re- 
I’liw that he is not yet ready to make his 
plans public, but the Post feels certain that 
next month, or by December at the latest, 
there will he put on record the first portion 
of the most magnificent act of self-abnega­ 
tion the world has ever witnessed. Survey­ 
ors and engineers are busy preparing the 
boundaries and descriptions of three mag­ 
nificent estates to incorporate with the deed 
of grant to the Trustees of the great Palo 
Alto educational institution. 
A PRINCELY DOMAIN. 
Senator Stanford has determined to set 
apart for the perpetua! use of the Palo Alto 
I niversity the Vina ranch, the Gridlev 
ranch and the I’nlo Alto ranch. The Vina 
ranch is the largest of the three, and con­ 
sists ot about 53,000 acres of the choicest 
arable land in the northern pait of the 
State. More than 3,000 acres are planted 
in the choicest varieties of vines, and more 
are being planted. There are thousands of 
acres of altalfa land so choice that five and 
six crops can he cut each season. The lund 
is supplied with water from an irrigating 
ditch some 54 miles in length, and the 
buildings are all of the most substantial 
character. 
The Gridley ranch contains 
about 25,000 acres of fine land, much of it 
unequaled for wheat and alfalfa. The Palo 
Alto ranch contains more than 7,000 acres, 
and the quality of the land can be estimated 
front the fact that a considerable part of it 
was purchased hy Senator Stanford at a 
cost of from $400 to $500 per acre. The 
bare land in the Vina ranch is worth close 
on $1,000,000, and the three ranches togeth­ 
er represent a value of about $3,500,000, and 
arc constantly improving. 
A GRAND SCHEME. 
It is plain that Senator Stanford’s ¡flans 
do not stop at the erection and endowment 
of an ordinary college, and their scope and 
breadth can partially he gathered from the 
“ Endowment Act ” which was passed at 
the last session of the Legislature. This 
would seem to look towards the establish­ 
ment of an institution which will rob all 
other colleges of their ablest professors, 
and will rank California first in the world 
as the home of art, science and learning. 
During his life Senat* r Stanford will not 
only give all his wealth, except a fair pro­ 
vision for his relatives, to this and other 
works of a benevolent character, hut will 
give his own valuable time. He wifi be an 
active, vigorous trustee himself, and will, 
if he lives, see his own estate alministerect 
intrust for the penile of California. His 
magnificent scheme awakens almost Uto­ 
pian visions for the future of this State 
and her people, and the mind becomes 
dazzled at the contemplation of the vast 
good that will be done. Through all. Sen­ 
ator Stanford's chief aim is to enable the 
future generations of the State which bus 
so lavishly endowed him with the materia) 
things of life to earn their own living hy 
their own efforts. His aim is to furnish 
that instruction which Í3 the most service­ 
able in fighting the battle of life. He de­ 
plores the state of dependence in which so 
many men live, and he seeks to furnish 
opportunities for those who will live after 
him to live on a higher piano of freedom

have a splendid tim e, but I was doom ed to 
disappointm ent. 
T he 
steam er Crescent 
City is a very different affair from the 
Queen of the Pacific, w ith h er 300 feet of 
deck, elegant social hall and library and 
easy chairs, piano, etc. 
T he Crescent City 
w as built expressly for the lum ber trade, 
and only carries passengers for accomm o­ 
dation, at $12 50 per head. 
Captain Stock - 
fleth is every inch a gentlem an, but he 
cannot prevent his boat from rolling and 
pitching, especially w hen he has the deck 
loaded w ith railroad iron and only two 
crates of cabbage in th e hold for ballast.

but. I was no t mad. so th e m ystery was 
cleared up. 
T here is one thing th a t 1 have 
noticed in traveling on a steam er in rough 
w eather—everyone becomes so generous ;

AT CRESCENT CITY. 
W e cam e in sight of Crescent City ju st at 
daylight on the second m orning out, and 
steam ed into the harbor about 9 o’clock, 
but it was so rough we did not succeed in 
getting oil the steam er until 11 o’clock. 
W e then walked dow n th e long w harf be­ 
longing to 
A ssem blym an 
Johnson—for 
w hich privilege you m ust pay fifty cents. 
Hobbs. W all A Co. are building a w harf 
o f their own, so Mr. Johnson will soon lose 
th at revenue. The w h arf leads up to the 
m ain street. 
Crescent City, as its nam e 
im plies, is situated on a crescent-shaped 
bay, a pretty site for a town. 
B ut the 
founders of the city m ade a great m istake 
in locating their first street so n ear the 
beach. 
It does very well in sum m er, but 
in w inter during th e heavy gales from the 
south the w ater is driven up to the very 
doors of the buildings, and for their protec­ 
tion they have b u ilt barricades o f heavy j 
tim bers. T he beach is covered w ith great 
quantities of drift wood, and supplies the 
tow n w ith their year’s firewood. From the 
large num ber of buildings, m any now unoc- 
cupied—I im agine Crescent City was once 
a very flourishing place. 
I was told by an 
old settler th at som e years ago, before rail­ 
roads were know n on th is Coast, all the 
supplies for Southern Oregon were landed 
at Crescent City, and packed over the 
m ountains over 150 m iles to Jacksonville 
and vicinity. 
Som etim es one thousand 
pack anim als left during a week. 


T H E R E IS O N E PACK-TBAII», 
A sm all one. now engaged in th e business, 
carrying goods to “ H appy Camp,” a m in ­ 
in g tow n on the K lam ath river, some 
120 m iles away. 
Crescent City has three 
hotels, but the favorite is the" Del Norte, 
kept by Ned Yates. Ned is an Englishm an, 
b n t th e m ost A m ericanized one I ever m et. 
I t is told that he w ent to Crescent City and 
engaged in the hotel as a w aiter in the 
dining-room , w here h e m ade him self so 
useful th at on th e death of the form er land­ 
lord. the widow, after a four m onths' 
m ourning, m arried Ned. Be th at as it may, 
Ned Yates know s how to keep a hotel. 
T hey now claim 350 inhabitants in the 
tow n. 
Ilobbs, W all & Co. have tw o large 
saw -m ills and tu rn out a vast am ount of 
lum ber, and em ploy nearly all th e m ale in ­ 
h abitants of th e tow n. T here are several 
large stores, but I believe the one owned by 
H obbs. W all A Co. gets the cream of the 
trade, as they oblige th eir hands em ployed 
a t the m ill to trade w ith them . 
T here are 
several little valleys a few m iles out and 
q uite a farm ing com m unity. 
T here are to 
be seen all the different little stores and 
shops generally found in a village, and 
eighteen saloons. Ju st th in k of i t ! 
Three 
hundred and fifty inhabitants, and eighteen 
saloons. I was told th at during Court week 
anyone going to the door of th e Court­ 
house and holding up bis hand, no m atter 
to w im portant a case m ight be on the 


docket, the Judge would adjourn Court 
for fifteen minutes, which meant a visit 
to the nearest saloon. But Judge Murphy is 
a good fellow, if he did vote for Cleveland, 
and so _ is 
Postmaster 
Woodbury, 
his 
brother-in-law . who didn't. 
I suppose 
W oodbnry w ill soon have to take a walk, 
being an “ offensive partisan.” 
T he stage 
for Jacksonville leaves three times a week, 
and getting in on an off night, 
I had 
tw enty-four hours to take in all th e sights 
in th e vicinity o f Crescent City. 
The light-house, w hich tw elve years ago, 
w hen I first visited the place, stood on a 
point of the m ain land, is now an island 
at high tide, the consfltmt beating of the 
su rf having cut its way through. 
T aking 
the road up the coast, passing a rough an ' 
rocky point, one and a h a lf m iles brings 
you to 
Í E B B I.E REA CH . 
T his beach extends dow n three m iles to 
another jioint, and during the 
w inter 
m onths som e very pretty and valuable 
stones are found, w hich, after passing 
through the hands of the lapidary, become 
very beautiful. 
In going from the bluff 
down to the beach you will jiass an Indian 
rancharie. T here are h alf a dozen families 
living here, including an old Indian doctor. 
1 was told before leaving th e village th at I 
would find him very uncom m unicative, as 
he hates the whites. 
I asked an old squaw 
w ho was cooking m ussels where the doctor 
lived. 
She pointed to a slab-house ju st 
above. 
1 asked her how old the doctor 
was. She answ ered : 
“ Doctor heap old 
I m ink thousand years.” 
I found the old 
fellow in full dress, 
lie had covered his 
naked body w ith a red blanket fastened 
around his neck, three feathers in a band 
round his head, and a piece of w hite shell 
som e four inches long and th e size of a lead 
pencil, stuck through his nose. 
H e was 
sitting on a log in the sun, and as I 
approached him he rose up and said, with 
a grunt, “ W hite m an no good. 
H eap kill 
Injun.” 
I 
gave him a bright two-bit 
piece, 
w hich 
had 
a 
m agical 
effect 
H e 
sm iled, 
m ade 
room 
for 
m e 
on 
the 
log, 
took 
m e 
by 
the 
hand 
and 
said, 
“ Good 
friend. 
H e 
spoke 
very 
broken 
English, 
but with th at and m any signs, I conversed 
w ith him for an hour. 
A m ong the m any 
things he told m e was of a tim e when the 
w ater was very high— 


PROBA BLY A T ID A L W AV E. 
H e said : “ Long tim e, w ater heap high—so 
high (pointing to the m arks som e 70 feet 
above us); k ill plenty Injun.” 
I learned 
later th at at the tim e he spoke of hundreds 
of Indians, old and young, were on the 
rocks gathering mussels, w hen the wave 
cam e in and nearly all were drow ned. The 
doctor gave m e som e pretty pebbles and 
took me to a house w here I found a squaw, 
som e 25 years old. She w as living quite 
Am erican fashion. There was a rag car­ 
pet, a good bedstead covered w ith a blue 
counterpane, pillows covered w ith slips as 
w hite as soap and w ater could m ake them , 
four chairs, a lounge covered w ith bright 
calico, a looking-glass, etc. 
T he wom an 
was quite dark, neatly dressed in calico, 
and was a t work m aking a dress for a little 
child four years old. 
H er husband was 
a 
carpenter, 
and 
had 
been 
to an 
Indian 
school. 
1 
found 
him 
quite 
intelligent. 
H e said the doctor m ust be 
certainly 150 years old, for his grandm other, 
then living at 90 years of age, says the doc­ 
tor was very old w hen she can first rem em ­ 
ber. T he carpenter's wife show ed m e a 
book of sea mosses. 
The book was a large 
one, such as is used for a scrap-book. 
She 
had the book nearly full and verv artisti­ 
cally arranged. She said she sold'a book a 
year ago to som e visitor for $25, but this 
one she w ould sell for $15. She said there 
was any quantity of moss on the beach, but 
very little as fine as hers and only one place 
w here slie could get it. 
I exam ined som e 
of it w ith a strong glass, and found th at it 
was like th e finest thread taco, 
i f yon ever 
go to Crescent City do not fail" to visit 
Pebble Beach, call on the doctor aud ask to 
see the book of mosses. 
It was a few m iles above Pebble Beacb, 
P oint St. George, w here the ill-fated steam ­ 
ship B rother Jo n ath an w ent dow n, over 
tw enty years ago, w ith nearly every soul 
on board lost. 
1 be wreck has never been 
found, but th e wheel o f the pilot-house 
cam e ashore, and can be seen in one of the 
saloons in Crescent City. 
T here is also 
hanging up in th e office of th e Del Norte 
H otel the key--board, show ing the num bers 
of the stateroom s. 
. 


s m i t h ’s RU N OR “ t h e C O R N ER S.” 
W e left Crescent City at 9 p. m. for S m ith ’s 
R un—better know n up there as “ The 
Corners”—distance sixteen m iles. The road 
for th e first eight m iles ru n s through a 
m agnificent belt of redwoods. 
T his tim ­ 
ber is m ostly owned by H obbs, W all A 
Co., and furnishes logs for their great 
m ills. 
If you pass through there by day­ 
light you w ill see trees ten or fifteen feet 
in diam eter, and one beside th e road th at 
is forty-live feet one way and tw enty the 
other. 
A bout one hundred feet from the 
ground there arc three distinct trees, show ­ 
ing th at 
three trees 
have 
grown 
to­ 
gether, m aking this m onster bodv. 
W e 
crossed Sm ith’s R un three m iles below 
T he Corners, ’ and down through m any 
pretty little farms, all show ing thrift anil 
enterprise. 
“T he Corners” has two hotels, 
one large store and four saloons. 
W e stop 
over a day and take a ride tip the valley to 
Clutco river, a few m iles across th e State 
line. T his valley is som e fourteen m iles 
long and from one-quarter to tw o and one- 
halt' m iles wide. 
A lthough a sm all valley, 
it supports hundreds o f ‘sheep an d cows, 
and som e of th e finest butter on th e coast 
is m ade here. 
T here is no frost, and the 
fogs and dews keep the grass green all the 
year round. A t the m outh of S m ith ’s R un is 
an extensive salm on country. 1 tu ad eash i rL 
call, and w hile there they m ade a haul, and 
the forem an told m e they had fourteen 
hundred, from five to forty pounds weight. 
T he com pany em ploy w hites Chinese and 
squaw s. 
It was rather a novel sight to See 
fifty or sixty squaw s w ith their

Jam m ing salm on into th e cans. 
1 never 
did like salm on very well, and 1 like it 
now less than ever. W e left the “ Corners ” 
at 12 m idnight for a night and day’s ride 
over the m ountains to W aldo, fifty miles, 
w here we arrive at 7 p. m. 
A bout h alf way 
w e stop for breakfast at th e north fork of 
S m ith’s river. 
W hile th e driver is getting 
ready I walked dow n to th e bridge and 
looked in to th e clear, blue watei seventy 
feet 
to 
the 
bottom , 
w here 
I 
saw 
salm on three nnd one-half feet long. 
In 
com ing 
to 
th is 
stream we had been 
going down, dow n, down ; then, after cross­ 
ing the river, it was up, up, u p ; going 
around points w here th e road was h u t a 
few inches w ider th an the wagon, and 
here you could look dow n into the canyons 
for m ore th an a thousand feet. 
I often 
found m yself h u zg in g th e sid eo f th e coach 
farthest from th e bank, and wondered, if 
th e stage should tip over, w hether m y 
clothes w ould fit iue by th e tim e I reached 
the bottom . 
It m u st have required a good 
deal of courage on the part of th e owners 
to have ever attem pted a road over these 
m ountains. 
A lthough the road is rough, 
and you get a great deal shook up, still it 
well pays one for the trouble, ju st to get 
the splendid view. 
T he road ru n s to the 
very top of the m ountains, aw ay above the 
tim ber line, and no vegetation, unless it is 
a 3tunted grow th of m anzanita. 
There 
have been som e copper and chrom e iron 
found, and there is no doubt b a t m ineral of 
som e k in d will eventually be found in 
paying quantity. T here are no settlem ents 
between S m ith R iver Corners and W aldo, 
there being b ut 


T H R E E HOUSES IN F IF T Y M IL ES, 
A nd these are stage stations. 
In fact, 
there is nothing to settle. 
I do not believe 
vou conld m ake your coffee settle. I found 
bu t one th in g th at you can settle, and th at 
is your hotel bills. 
W e reached W aldo (know n for a good 
m any years as “.Sailor Diggins” ) about 7 
p. m . 
T his is another of the “has been” 
towns, where thirtv years ago m ore th an a 
thousand men could be seen on cu n d a vs, 
gam bling houses and hurdv-gurdys ru n ­ 
ning in full blast, and a m an every m o rn ­ 
ing for breakfast. 
Now there are a dozen 
houses, tw o hotels—I do not see how one 
can live—one store, owned bv W eim er & 
Sons, ow ners of th e toll- road." These gen­ 
tlem en are also operating a large hydraulic 
m ine in th e vicinity. H ere begins the pack 
trail for H appy Camp, thirty m iles away 
on the K lam ath. 
A uer supper, being very 
tired. I go to bed. 
It seemed to m e th at I 
hardly lost m yself in sleep before the lan d ­ 
lord raps at m y door and says: “Stage 
ready for K irbyville.” 
On going down to 
the office, I see by the clock th at it w ants 
15 m inutes to 2. 
I clim b into the stage but 
h a lf awake, and in tw o hours' tim e I am at 
“ Uncle Jack's," w here I go to bed again 
and sleep u n til noon.

O p iu m in C lU ca. 
O pium is like slavery, or like feudalism 
—it has grow n upon ‘C hina by the influ­ 
ences of outside nations. 
T he Chinese 
com plain a great deal about th e policy of- 
Great B ritain in forcing opium u p o n 'th e 
co u n try ; but then, w hen we consider the 
fact th at C hina herself, u n d er th e policy of 
som e of th e Viceroys, has been grow ing 
opium in the hope of driving out th e In ­ 
dian crop, it really was not a m atter o f dis­ 
cussion, because you are compelled to see 
th at they lacked candor and w ere dis- 
ingenious in their opposition to th e opium 
traffic. 
I presum e th at th e opium trade 
will end in this way, th a t C hina w ill grow 
her own opium and probably extinguish 
the Indian trade. 
T he Chinese opium is 
not as good as the Indian opium , but in 
talking to the officials about th e opium 
question, and in rem onstrating w ith them 
upon tlieir encouraging its grow th in their 
provinces, and saying th at th is course on 
their part led to a distrust of their candor in 
asking foreign G overnm ents to prevent the 
trade, their response w as: 
“ If we m ust 
take opium , let us raise it.” 
1 w ould say 
to them th at I thought, considering the 
conditions of the Chinese population, the 
w ant of food and the necessitv, as you 
m ight say, of cultivating every foot of 
ground, th at it m ight be better to give the 
acres where they grew the poppy to wheat, 
or m illet, or corn, or som e other food, and 
th at the giving up of so m uch territory to 
poppy led to the occasional fam ines. 
But 
they had the theory th at by grow ing the 
poppy them selves they could prevent the 
im portation of the Indian crop. 
L i al wavs 
said th at if they hud control of the opium 
trade they would stop it by an edict from 
the th ro n e; but I question that very m uch. 
O pium , like any other vice, w ill take a gen­ 
eration or two to eradicate. 
It has gone 
too far now to be held in cheek by any 
legislative or restrictive m easure. T he sup­ 
pression of opium in C hina would, I th in k , 
m ean revolution, and the G overnm ent is 
not prepared to m eet th at contingency. 
A t 
the sam e tim e it is a great curse and a great 
crim e.—[John Russell Young, in N. Y.

T he reverend father holds that th e C hurch 
is now reaping th e rew ard of its disdain of 
science, in its los? of influence over large 
classes th a t once were em braced in its 
obedience. 
A il this. Dr. B arry says, m ust 
be rem edied. 
“ Science is the com m on 
g ro u n d ” 
on

the 
C hurch 
can 
m eet 
its 
adversaries, and 
there 
it 
m ust 
m eet 
them . 
“ It 
is 
our 
duty to proclaim th at we are not afraid 
of any argum ent or any assem blage of 
facts; but th a t we insist on giving its 
w eight to every part o f the evidence.” 
O f course, the learned doctor, like the 
valiant fighter th a t he seem s to be, hopes 
to overcome his adversaries. 
W ith th at 
we are not concerned : w hat we note w ith 
pleasure is, th at such strong ground should 
be taken up by em inent theologians o f the 
m ost conservative com m union in C hristen­ 
dom , in favor of a bold and thorough ex­ 
ploration of the scientific field. 
In so far 
as they approach m odern scientific theories 
in a critical spirit, they will do only good, 
and m ay, if they come w ith th e requisite 
preparation, 
do a great deal o f good. 
N either Science nor Philosophy has yet 
spoken its last word ; and all true m en of 
science w ill be thankful for any help they 
m ay get tow ard throw ing aside their c ro rs 
and rising to fuller and clearer perceptions 
ol' the tru th .—[“ A Catholic on Catholic 
B lunders,” in P opular Science M onthly. 


Fresli A ir and V entilation. 
T he average am ount of air breathed by 
every person is about 24 cubic inches at 
each breath, w ith about 20 respirations a 
m inute. 
T his w ould be a cubic foot m 3i 
m inutes, or 400 cubic feet in 24 hours, or 
th e contents o f a room seven feet square 
and eight feet high. 
B ut this is only one- 
fiftieth part of w hat every healthy person 
needs : for breathing the" air exhaled has 
100 tim es as m uch carbonic acid gas as the 
atm osphere, w hile twice the am ount con­ 
tained in the atm osphere, or eight parts in 
10,000, is as large a proportion as can be 
breathed w ithout in ju ry to the health. 
Crowded room s in w inter schools, etc.. are 
som etim es found to contain three or four 
tim es as m uch, and headaches and other ail­ 
m ents are the consequences o f breathing the 
sim e a ir over and over again. T here should, 
therefore, he enough fresh air for everv per­ 
son daily to am ount to 20,000 eubic feet, or 
enough to fill eighteen room s ten feet 
square and ten feet high. 
T his would he 
am ply supplied by an opening, tube or ori­ 
fice three inches square, w ith a m oderate 
current. 
In the day tim e there is usually 
enough air introduced into room s through 
opening doors, cracks in window casings, 
an d in other ways. 
T he chief danger is in 
sleeping-room s, where pains should 
be 
taken -to have a circulation. 
W hen the 
room is w arm and the air outdoors is quite 
cold, constant and often sufficient currents 
arc caused. 
A h undred persons should 
have a ventilating orifice equal to tw o and 
a h alf feet square. T he general principle 
seems to be sim ple enough ; the difficulty 
lies in the unw illingness or neglect of peo­ 
ple to apply it.—[London Iron. 


FORESTS AND CLIMATE. 


S o m e I n te r e s tin g In fo r m a tio n U p on th e 
S u b ject G le a n e d fro m I n v e stig a tio n . 
The 
th ird 
num ber 
of 
Peterm ann’s 
“ M ittheilungen” for this year contains an 
article by A. W oeikof on the influence of 
forest on clim ate. 
T he com m encem ent ot 
a scientific investigation of this subject was 
m ade w hen th e B avarian forest m eteoro­ 
logical stations were established, and w hen 
Prussia, A lsace-Lorraine, France, Sw itzer­ 
land and Italy followed the exam ple. As a 
general rule it m ay bo laid down th at in 
the w arm seasons as between forests and 
places close at hand w hich are treeless i 1) 
the tem perature of the earth and air are 
lowered in th e form er, (2) th eir variations 
are less, (3) the relativehum idity is greater. 
A fter exam ining observations as’to evapora­ 
tions. H err W oeikof states th at the influ­ 
ence of forests in dim inishing evaporation 
from w ater and the soil is so great th at it 
cannot be accounted for alone by the lower 
tem perature of the hot m onths, the greater 
hum idity, or even by the shade. 
An im ­ 
portant influence, w hich has hitherto been 
but little appreciated, is the protection from 
the w ind 
afforded 
by ttie 
trees, and 
this the w riter regards as m ore im portant 
than all the others together in reducing the 
degree of evaporation. 
W ith regard to the 
influence of forests on rain and snow-fall, 
there is yet only a single series of observa­ 
tions supplying com parative statistics, and 
extending over a sufficiently long period. 
T hese were taken in the neigborhood of 
Nancy, and they show an im portant influ­ 
ence of forests in increasing the rainfall. 
It m ight «[>pear that the effects o f forest on 
rain in th e clim ate of central Europe in 
w inter would be sm all, for the difference 
between the tem perature and hum idity of 
the forest and th e open is very little, and 
the quantity of m oisture in the atm osphere 
is sm all. B ut the observations show th at 
it is m ore a t this tim e of the year th a t for­ 
ests get m uch m ore rain. 
T his th e w riter 
attributes to th e clouds being lower, the 
resistance w hich th e forest offers to the 
m ovem ent of the air and to the m oist west 
wind. 
Forests retain rain by the under­ 
grow ths of grass, moss, etc., m uch better 
than open ground, and let w ater off super­ 
ficially 
only 
after a heavy 
rainfall ; 
the 
rem ainder 
filters 
upw ard slowly, 
and m uch of it is used for the evaporation 
of trees. 
A lthough 
forests, 
especially 
thick, luxuriant forests, cannot exist w ith­ 
out certain supplies of m oisture, yet it is the 
sam e to them when the supplies come, for 
they retain w hat they get, and use it over a 
long period. One exam ple o f this is the 
Lenkoran forest, on the west coast of the 
Caspian, w here the vegetation is m ore lux- 
rian t than in any other part of Europe, yet 
very little rain falls in sum m er, but the 
rainfall in autum n and w inter is great. 
T he w ater is stored by the forest, and is 
used in evaporation during th e heat of 
sum m er. 
H um idity of th e atm osphere, 
however, is not consistent w ith a high 
tem perature, as the Red Sea show s; but in 
the forests the h um idity is due to the evap­ 
oration of th e leaves—in other words, to a 
process by Which heat is converted into 
work, and lienee the coolness. 
H err W oeikof then endeavors ( a ascertain 
the influence of forests on the clim atic 
condition of their neighborhood of the 
w estern parts of the Old W orld, between 
the 3Nth and 52d degrees north latitude, 
the place selected being in all eases in the 
open. 
T hus for th e 52d degree eight sta­ 
tions are taken betw een Valencia, in Ire­ 
land, on the west, and the K irghiz steppes 
on the east ; for the 50th, G uernsey on the 
west, Sem ipalatinsk on the east, and 13 
stations, and so on for each tw o degrees of 
latitnde, to 38 degrees. 
T he general result 
of th e observations in 50 stations in six 
different degrees of latitude, is th at in 
western Europe and Asia large forests have 
41 great influence on the tem perature of the 
places near them , and that by their influ­ 
ence the norm al increase of tem perature 
as we travel eastw ard from the A tlantic 
ocean to the interior of the continent 
is not m erely interrupted, bu t they give 
places far rem oved from the coast a cooler 
sum m er than those actually on the sea. 
A striking exam ple of this is Bosnia. 
An 
exam ination of the statistics show (1) that 
in Bosnia the sum m er is 2.5° to 4.5° cooler 
th an in_ H erzegovina: 
(2) even on the 
island of Lissa, in the full influence of the 
A driatic Sea, the sum m er tem perature is 
m ore than a degree higher than th at of 
Bosnia, w hich is separated by lofty m oun­ 
tain ranges from th e sea. 
Bosnia owes this 
com parative cool sum m er to its great for­ 
ests, w hile H erzegovina is alm ost disaffor­ 
ested. 
To sum up : 
Forests exercise an 
influence on clim ate w hich docs uot cease 
on their borders, but extends over a larger 
or sm aller adjacent region according to the 
size, kind aud position of forest. 
H ence 
m an by afforestation and disafforestation 
can m odify th e clim ate around him ; bnt 
it is an extrem e position to hold th at by 
afforestation the waste places of the earth 
can be m ade fertile. 
T here are places in ­ 
capable of being afforested, w hich w ould 
not give the necessary nourishm ent, to 
trees.—(N ature. 


have the tropical valley and the arctie 
region of the Upper Hermon and Lebanon. 
W e have rich volcanic com plains in 
Bashan and around Jezreel, and sandstones 
covered with pines and cedars, and hard 
limestones over which perennial stream s 
flow 
between fine 
woods of oak and 
terebinth in Galilee, and 
yet m ore in 
Gilead. 
AS’e have flat m aritim e plains 
sandy and m arshy, ho t and m alarious 
bounded by ever-rolling dunes, but well 
watered by sluggish stream s from the 
clear springs at the m ountain foot. 
These 
plains run from Carm el to Gaza, ever 
w idening, and supporting rich harvests. 
W e have the low chalk hills, w ith their 
lu x u ria n t olive yards and w ells of living 
water, all along th e eastern side of the 
m aritim e plains. 
Above rise m ountains 
3,000 to 4,000 feet high, and on the north 
attaining to 10,000 feet. 
These are gen 
erally rugged and bare, but carefully ter­ 
raced and 
partly cultivated. 
T he vine 
flourishes on these higher ranges, where 
the frost and m ist aid the strong reflection 
o f heat from th e rock to ripen the grapes. 
But beside these richer districts we have 
the old deserts unchanged from the days of 
A braham and of D avid; th e flat, m arl) 
plateau of Beersheba, w here th e nom ads 
fed their flocks and herds as Isaac did be­ 
fore them ; the desolate peaks aud gorges 
of the Jeshim on, w here the dun partridge 
and the brown ibex roam as they did w hen 
David hid in these fastnesses’ from Saul, 
am ong the “ rocks of the wild goats.” 
Exploration 
does 
no t 
tend 
to coun­ 
tenance th e old 
ideas 
about a greet 
change in th e clim ate. 
It is a m atter 
for the naturalist and the geologist to de­ 
cide, and we know certainly th at brooks 
of w ater could never have flowed on the 
surface of the porous chalk of som e of 
these regions, any m ore than they can 
now. 
W e know also th a t the laud is still 
as fertile as o f old; still well watered in 
certain districts, still w ith a sufficient rain ­ 
fall, and th at w hen a ju st and stable gov­ 
ernm ent exists (as in Lebanon) the country 
still flows w ith oil and wine. 
But w hat we do learn from a study of 
the land and of history is th e desolation 
w rought by hum an m eans in Palestine. 
We find everyw here th e copse covering 
the 
wine 
press, 
the 
thistle 
grow ing 
am ong th e 
old 
field 
inclosures, 
the 
terraces in ruins, the old vineyards deserted, 
the olive yards exterm inated and m any 
of th e ancient woods entirely cut down. 
The forests w hich existed in the tinieS of 
T itus and of the Crusaders are often en­ 
tirely destroyed, and tine oak woods are 
represen toil by acres of stum ps and roots. 
T he great A ntonine cities beyond Jordan 
stand in a w ilderness full of ruined villages, 
over w hich the Arab w anders w ith his 
herds of camels. 
In brief, we see th at poverty and decrease 
of population, the decay of roads and aque­ 
ducts, the ruin o f the old cisterns, th e de­ 
struction 
of 
th e 
woods, 
terraces 
and vineyards are 
the causes 
of the 
present 
desolation. 
T his 
has 
often 
been pointed out, and experience proves 
that, given a just and strong governm ent 
in the country, Palestine m ight become, 
like southern Italy, a garden of the w orld.

Sugar from Sorghum . 


T h e difficulties heretofore encountered 
in m aking sugar from sorghum have been 
overcome. 
I’rofessor W ilsey, who has had 
chargqof experim ents in Ottawa, K ansas, 
on the application of the diffusion and car­ 
bonization o f sorghum cane, for the Com­ 
m issioner of A griculture, reports th at he 
has m et w ith the m ost gratifying success.' 
In a prelim inary report, he says : 
“ The 
yield of sugar from the cane was m ore 
th an 93 per cent., only 12-10*3 of 1 per cent, j 
being left in the waste w ater and ex­ 
hausted chips. 
T he yield of crude sugar 
(th at is, as it conies from the vacuum 
pan) w ent as high as 280 pounds per 
ton, 
or at tw elve pounds per gallon, 
tw enty-three gallons 
per ton. 
T h is is 
fully 
double th at of ordinary m ethods. 
The 
process of carbonization, th at is, 
adding a large excess of litnc to the juice, 
an d th en precipitating it w ith carbonic 
arid, was com pletely successful. T he pro­ 
duct obtained was lighter in color and 
m ore palatable than the usual m ethod, and 
th e saving in scum s'by this m ethod is esti­ 
m ated to be a t least 10 per cent. 
T he diffi­ 
culties encountered w ere entirely of a m e­ 
chanical nature and easily overcom e.” T his 
is an announcem ent of first-class im port­ 
ance to th e people of California, as there is 
a large area in the State well adapted to 
the raising of sorghum cane. 
Should the 
discoveries m ade by Prof. W ilsey he of 
practical value, and there seems to be very 
little doubt that they w ill be, a revolution 
will result in th e sugar industry. Califor­ 
nia will then be able to m ake her sugar, 
and relieve herself from th e m onopoly to 
w hich she has been paying tribute for 
vears.—[Sonom a Democrat.

m istake th a t the penalty im posed on th e ] 
liquor traffic, th at it 
m ay com pensate ; 
som ew hat for the evils it entails upon so- i 
ciety, has been called a license. 
It is a tax, ! 
a penalty th at is im posed on th is traffic, j 
n ot to m ake it legitim ate, not to place it ¡ 
under th e protection of th e law, bu t to ! 
place it under the ban of public opinion ; I 
and, consequently, instead of placing it 
under the protection of the law, we place 
it under th e destruction o f public opinion,

be th e m ore readily adapted for this par­ 
ticular purpose of wiping out the infam ous 
traffic in intoxicating iiquors. T his is the 
first reason. 
A nd, secondly, we find—at 
least. I have found, by m any years of ex­ 
perience in total abstinence w ork—that, 
where this high penalty has been imposed, 
it is m ore easy for police regulation to take 
care of the evil consequences of the liquor 
troffic, and to punish those who violate the 
law. 
W e find, also, that the traflic in this 
way com pensates—at least, som ew hat—for 
the’m isery it entails.

The negro is no longer a problem .

H e is firm ly rooted 
and cannot be moved. 
Ho is here to stay, 
and any attem pt to disturb him , or to ex­ 
cite his fears as to his right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit ot happiness, is nothing 
less th an a crim e. 
A question touching 
the negro, like any other, m ust be consid­ 
ered from this com m on-sense standpoint, 
an d every suggestion for its solution m ust 
be subjected to the probing an d searching, 
“ W hat good?” 
Prejudice m ust not be

tion. T he Southern planters, too, would 
not., if t[iey could, consent to it, nor to any 
agitutb n of it, because it unsettles and u n ­ 
hinges the labor th at is m ore profitable 
free than it ever was or conld be in the 
days of slavery.

N othing but increase th en u m b er o f schools

T he negro m ust be taught the vir­ 
tue of self-reliance, and the value of the 
Courts as his safeguard and defense under 
the Constitution and law s of the nation and 
of "the States.

FEEDING PIGS. 


S u rr e y o f P a len tin o . 
T he snrvev of Palestine throw s light on 
another m ost im portant question concern­ 
ing ancient Palestine—nam ely, the rela­ 
tions o f th e present clim ate Of the country 
to th at of Old Testam ent tim es. 
T his

Palestine is a sm all 
country, 
b u t

presents great varieties of soil, clim ate, 
and w ater supply in various districts.

H o w th e D a n e s C are fo r Y o u n g P o r k e r s 
fr o m B ir th U n til T h e y A r e Solti. 
T heir first food is of course the m other's 
m ilk. 
A fter th e lapse of three or four 
weeks th e sow 's m ilk will be found in ­ 
sufficient for th e rapidly-grow ing young, 
and they should be assisted w ith a supply 
of other kinds o f food. 
F or th is cow’s 
m ilk cannot be recom m ended, inasm uch 
as it is liable to subject the young pigs to 
diarrhteu. very probably ow ing to the cir­ 
cum stance th at even fresh cow m ilk has 
the tendency to a scouring reaction, and 
these young anim als are inrapable of sup­ 
porting too m uch acidity. It will therefore 
be found m ost advisable 10 give them in 
the first instance barley in 
its whole 
state, w hich will also assist in bringing 
forw ard the teeth grinders. 
It is general­ 
ly the custom to allow the young pigs 
to suckle for the space of six weeks, and 
then to wean them by degrees, in such 
m anner th at at first th e y are only al­ 
lowed to 
com e 
to 
the m other three 
tim es in 
the course of the day, then 
twice and finally once, until they are en­ 
tirely taken aw ay from the sow. 
A strong, 
healthy pig m ay be taken aw ay from the 
m other at the age of five weeks’ w hile the 
w eaker ones m ay be perm itted to suck until 
their seventh week ; by this m eans they 
can often be m ade to come up to the first- 
nam ed. 
For the weaned pigs sweet cow 
m ilk w ill be found th e m ost suituble food, 
and it should never be forgotten th at 
abundant feeding is in fact a saving, w hile 
a scanty feeding m ay be regarded in the 
light of waste. 
T he sweet m ilk by degrees 
m ay be replaced by skim m ed m ilk. 
D ur­ 
ing th e first m onths butterm ilk or sour 
cream can easily cause diarrhe a. 
W hen­ 
ever diarrhcea m akes its appearance the 
trough should at once be cleansed w ith 
soda-lye: and in all cases w here these 
are 
old 
and 
com pletely 
saturated 
w ith the sour m atter they should al­ 
ways be replaced by new 
ones. 
T he 
young pigs feed 
w illingly 
on ground 
barley and steam ed potatoes, but this 
description of food is not well adapted for 
the rapidly grow ing cSmng anim als, inas­ 
m uch as it does not contain a sufficiency of 
proteine and m ineral substances. 
It will 
be m ore advantageous to give them a m ix­ 
ture of rye bran, coarse-ground oats and 
butterm ilk, to w hich it is recom m ended to 
add a sm all quantity of prepared bone- 
dust. \ ery suitable cakes composed ol oat­ 
m eal, rye bran and bone-dust has alw ays 
bad a favorable influence on the pig devel­ 
opm ent. 
M inced m eat is also good feed 
for th e young pigs. 
It is easy o f diges­ 
tion w hen given together w ith potatoes 
m the proportion of one to ten or one to 
tw enty. 
W hen the pigs have reached 
the;r third or fourth 
m onth they m ay 
be said to have passed the dangerous stages. 
\V lien pigs are intended for sale a t the age 
of eight or ten m onths they m ust be fed at 
a uniform and bountiful rate.—[U .S. Con­ 
sul at Copenhagen.

It’s easy enough killing ’em, 
b ut w hen they are dying they kick up a 
great fuss. W ith th eir little sh o rt teeth I've 
seen ’em bite off a piece of rock as big as a 
spittoon and throw it at a m an w ith fear­ 
ful force. 
1 found one on a reef one day, 
and as we needed som e m ore oil I ordered 
th e hoat-steercr to m ake for th e gully-w ay 
in th e rocks w here he was. 
W e cam e 
right up to him , pu t an iron into him 
and hauled him after us c u t into clear 
w ater. Then 1 got into the how rig h t under 
his nose, w hen he grabbed th e bow of tlie 
boat in his teeth and lore aw ay a streak 
fore and aft.

T he Almo.vd Crop.—The product of the 
alm ond orchards of this vicinity, says the 
Los Gatos Neua. appears to be greater than 
was estim ated before the harvest began, 
and will generally prove quite rem unera­ 
tive to owners. 
It is now thought th at the 
large orchard of Mrs. G ardner will turn off 
45 tons, and this is not, perhaps, above the 
average for this region. The tract em braces 
90 acres of land, and the trees are 10 
years old. T he above estim ate places th e 
average yield per acre at 1,000 pounds. 
T he crop is supposed to have sold for 11 
cents per pound, the current wholesale 
price a t th is 
place 
being 
from 
10 
to 11 cents. 
A t this figure the returns 
w ill am ount 
to $110 per acre. 
The 
expense of harvesting 1,000 pounds and 
preparing the sam e for m arket is about 
$'25, leaving a net return of $85 per acre. 
T he expense of cultivating such an orchard 
is light; and any farm er can figure th e net 
E 
rotit. T he principal objection to alm onds 
as been the uncertainty of the crop. 
We 
understand th at the am ount realized last 
yeai by Mrs. G ardner was only $600 ; but 
the year before the crop was large and the 
price 13 cents per pound, am ounting to 
about $10,000. From these figures it would 
seem that, notw ithstanding occasionally a 
light crop, the alm ond is not a bad thing 
to invest in. 
They are easily handled, will 
keep indefinitely, can be cheaply shipped, 
and there is no danger of the business being 
overdone.

A G E O G R A PH IC A L CLOCK. 
A m ong new school appliances is a clock 
designed to show th e tim e at any given m o­ 
m ent in all parts of th e world. T he clock 
does n ot differ in m echanism from any 
other clock, the novel feature being the ar­ 
rangem ent of the fiimres on the dials. Two 
dials are used, one over the other, the 
sm aller being in the form of a ring, and 
m oving over the other dial in unison w ith 
the hour-hand. 
T he larger dial covers the 
whole clock-face, and la m arked w ith four 
system s of figures. 
T he first system , in 
Arabic num erals, stands n ext to the edge 
of the dial, and begins at the beginning of 
the universal duv, or m idnight. 
T he first 
num ber is at the left of the lowest point of 
the dial, and the others are arranged at 
regular intervals around the dial to 24 
o’clock, or m idnight. M idday, or 12 o’clock 
is at the top of the dial, all the num bers to 
th e left being m arked a . m., and all to the 
right, or from 13 to 24 o’clock, being m arked 


p . m . 
W ithin th e circle of figures is u cir­ 
cle of R om an num erals, beginning also at 
the sam e point or m idnight, and nfarking 
X II. figures to m idday, and then X II. m ore 
till m idnight. W ithin this circle is another 
circle of GO figures, and points to m ark the 
m inutes for the hour-liand. 
W ithin this 
circle is also another system of figures giv­ 
ing If) degrees of longitude, or one hour, 
and divided into <50 parts. 
T he second dial 
m oves over th e larger dial w ith th e hour- 
hand, and is m arked w ith th e degrees of 
longitude east or west in groups of 15 de­ 
grees. T he hour-hand is in two parts, a 
single hand pointing to the m inutes, and a 
series of 15 m inor hands that m ove witli it. 
Supposing the clock is to be used at some 
point, say on the 75th degree west of G reen­ 
wich, the sm aller dial is adjusted so that 
th e figure 75 is opposite the hour-hand. 
T he dial now m oves w ith the hour-hand, 
and to find the h o u r at any degree of long­ 
itude it is only necessary to find the hour 
opposite th at degree. T he m inute-U a.id 
will also give the tim e before or after th at 
hour. T his dial system explains a num ber 
of interesting geographical and tim e ques­ 
tions, and will, no doubt, prove of value in 
schools.—[T he C entury M agazine 


HOW W E KN'OW TH A T T H E W O R LD IS ROUND. 
T he A tlantic Ocean is about 3,000 m iles 
wide. I’pon its bosom, rocked by its waves, 
and often tossed by its tem pests, ships are 
constantly sailing front port to port. Could 
you stand upon th e shore and look out 
itpon the watess to w here th e sky appears 
to come down to m eet them , you m ight 
possibly be able to see a vessel, w hich, h av­ 
ing sp en t m any days in crossing the broad 
A tlantic, is ju st nearing the port for w hich 
she sails. 
A m ere speck she would seem 
to be—so sm all th at w ithout a telescope 
you would scarcely th in k it to be a vessel at 
all. 
W ith a telescope, you would be able 
to see more clearly, but never, even with 
the best of glasses, could you, at so great a 
distance, see m ore than a very sm all part 
of the ship, and th at sm all part, instead of 
being the body' of the vessel, w ould be the 
upper part of her spars and rigging. 
The 
spars would seem to he standing in the sea 
and th e sails to be w ithout a hull. 
But, as 
by w ind or steam , she is driven landw ard, 
m ore and m ore of her rigging appears, 
until finally the body of the ship is lifted 
into view. 
Now, suppose a round-topped hill be­ 
tween yourself and a m an w alking tow ards 
ybu, the hill, if high enough, would hide 
him from your view entirely, but as be 
travelled upw ard on th e other side, his 
head w ould be lifted above th e hill-top, 
afterw ard his body w ould appear, and 
finally, w hen lie had reached the sum m it, 
his whole person w ould be in sight. 
Or 
let a tlv be creeping tow ards you on an 
apple. 
You m ay not see him on th e other 
side, but w hen lie has w alked up over the 
rounded surface tow ards you. he comes in 
sight, th e top of his head first and his feet 
last. 
As th e h ill w ould hide a m an, or as 
th e surface of an apple m ay hide a fly, so 
th e surface of the ocean hides the vessel in 
the distance. 
T he ocean, then, like the 
h ill and like th e apple, m ust have a 
rounded surface. 
B ut the surface of the 
ocean m ust have the sam e shape as the 
surface of the earcli itself, and in this way 
we learn that the earth is round. 
T he ap ­ 
pearance of the top m ast first and the hull 
or body last, as t lie ship approaches from a 
distance, proves th at the world is round. 
B ut this is not the only' proof. 
There 
are several others, one of w hich I will now 
ex p lain : A Hood of light from the sun is 
falling upon the earth day and night alike. 
A t tim es it falls upon the side on wich we 
are ; it lights our habitations and our sky, 
and we call it day. 
At tim es it falls upon 
the side opposite to us. and then the dark­ 
ness lets the m oon and stars be seen in our 
sky, and compels us to trust our lam ps to 
light our dwellings. 
W e call it night, be­ 
cause it is dark, and it is dark only because 
we are, at th at tim e, in the shadow of the 
earth. 
Opposite the sun the shadow of the 
earth is teaching off into space, ju st as the 
shadow of a book reaches through the 
room , aw ay from th e evening lam p. T his 
earth-shadow , like the earth w hich casts it, 
is very 
large; it is m ore th an 200,000 
m iles in length. 
It som etim es reaches be­ 
yond the m oon, and the moon is som etim es 
darkened by it, ju st as your hand m ay be 
darkened w hen placed in the shadow of a 
book or ball. 
W hen the m oon is darkened 
by the shadow of the earth it is said to be 
eclipsed. 
Now the outline of the earth's shadow on 
the m oon is alw ays circular. 
A nd the 
shape o f the shadow tells us the shape of 
the body itself, in this case, for only a 
globe can, in all positions, east a circular 
shadow . 
T he shape of its shadow on the 
m oon in an eclipse show s us th at the world 
is round.—[Le Roy C. Cooley. Ph. D.

walks of the park. T he victim was a prom ­ 
ising. young officer, scion o f one of the 
w ealthiest and noblest families, and no 
cause was assigned for the sudden and fatal 
deed. 
A royal hand held a key to th e m ys­ 
tery. 
H e had fallen in love w ith th e P rin ­ 
cess, and was encouraged until the husband 
becam e jealous ÓT the lavish attentions. 
On th e evening preceding the fatal m orning 
the young Lieutenant was in com pany 
w ith the Prince and several comrades. T hey 
“ dined like the gods,” and when m id ­ 
night cam e were in a m ood th at little 
shadowed th e com ing event. 
A night 
prom enade supplem ented their orgies. 
A t 
one o f the sm aller cafes an altercation 
arose, and the Prince slapped the officer in 
th e face, glorying in the chance to resent 
his jealousy.

R e m e d ie s fo r G r a in W e a rin e s s . 
1 am going to say som ething about m edi­ 
cines and w hat I call brain tonics, but first 
let m e counsel a little change of air, and 
m ayhap change of com panionship. 
Re­ 
m em ber th at seeing the sam e faces day 
after day, and going through the routine of 
work or pleasure, induces a w eariness of 
m ind and body w hich is little short of pos­ 
itive illness, and m ight lead to such. 
N ux vom ica is m uch used in the treat­ 
m ent of nervous disorders, and it certainly 
is a very useful rem edy w hen judiciously 
adm inistered. 
It should be rem em bered, 
however, th at nux vom ica in any shape or 
form is a poison, and should be dealt w ith 
most cautiously. 
It should be taken in 
sm aller doses than those usually prescribed. 
T he tincture is th e safest form, th e dose to 
he n o t over ten drops three tim es a day, in 
a sm all w ine-glassful of quassia or gentian 
water. T his will often be found a valuable, 
though apparently sim ple, rem edy for dys­ 
pepsia (especially for th e overw orked), in 
headache, in atonic constipation, in nerv­ 
ous trem blings, acidity, etc. 
Som e people, however, are very suscepti­ 
ble to the influence of tincture of nux 
vom ica, so th at the dose to begin with 
should not be over live drops, aud it should 
not be used m ore than ten days at a tim e. 
T he system should be kept open while 
taking a tonic, if not naturally so. 
T his 
m ay be effected bv using a m ild aperient 
pill at bed-tim e twice a week and a glass of 
P ullna w ater in the m orning. 
Iro n .—This is a valuable blood tonic, but 
m uch abused. 
It should be taken in sm all 
doses, and I do not know a better form of it 
th an the m uriated tincture, in doses of ten 
drops, no t m ore, three tim es a day, in a 
little w ater ufter meals. T he danger of iron 
lies in its being apt to produce constipation, 
and also congestion of various internal or­ 
gans. 
B ut if no bad effects are felt, it will 
do good. T he sym ptom s of its not agreeing 
w ould be fullness o f th e head, ringing in 
th e ears, or heat of body. 
Q uinine.—Com bined w ith iron in the 
form of citrate, th is is of great advantage in 
the treatm ent o f nervonsness and brain 
weariness. 
It m ust nut be given, however, 
in doses large enough to affect the head. 
A lthough not a hom eopathic physician, I 
m ust take this opportunity of rem arking 
that, as a rule, tonics are given in too large 
doses. To give larger doses th an the blood 
caa take up is surely gross folly. 
Iron, for 
exam ple, is usually prescribed alm ost reck­ 
lessly ; -it passes through the body instead 
of being taken up by the system , and it 
does not do this w ithout causing m ischief. 
T have long thought that as regards tonics 
the doses should be extrem ely sm all, and 
very frequently taken. 
H ere is a plan, for 
exam ple, th at would be found advantageous 
to a person who m ust be at w ork all day— 
say a t a desk. 
Let him put th irty m inim s 
of the tincture o f iron, and a wine-glassful 
of the infusion of quassia, into a sm all de­ 
canterful of water. Stand this on the table, 
and sip it every now and then all day long. 
Zinc.—I believe that tfiis is a m uch more 
valuable rem edy in cases of nervousness 
and brain exhaustion than m any imagine. 
The oxide of zinc is usually given in doses 
com m encing w ith one grain and gradually 
increasing up to ten. T his should be m ade 
into pill, w ith a a tonic and aperient ex­ 
tract, and given three tim es a day after 
m eals. 
It m ay be continued for a m onth 
or six weeks. 
E xtract of M alt.—Thousands w ho cannot 
take cod-liveroil w ithout causing dyspepsia 
and loathing of food m ay take this delight­ 
ful tonic. 
The dose is from a dessert­ 
spoonful to a tablespoonful three tim es a 
day. 
It m ay be m ixed w ith water. 
T here are dozens of other tonic rem edies 
which m ay be taken w ith advantage in 
cases of debility of the brain, but those 
w hich I have m entioned are the best. 
Beware of narcotics and stim ulants ; they 
invariably m ake m atters worse. 
I need hardly add, in conclusion, th at a t­ 
tention to the diet is of the greatest conse­ 
quence, and that the m orning tub, w ith a 
dash o f sea-salt in it, and plenty o f whole­ 
som e exercise in the open air. m ust not be 
forgotten lw the individual who suffers 
from brain weariness.—[Cassell’s F am ily 
Magazine for Novem ber.

G r a n t's A n e c d o te o f J lr a s to n H ru g g . 
It was know n th at Mr. Davis had visited 
Bragg on M issionary Ridge, a short tim e 
before m y reaching Chattanooga. 
It was 
reported and believed th at lie had come out 
to reconcile a *serious difference between 
Bragg and Longstreet, and finding this diffi­ 
cult to do, planned the cam paign against 
K noxville, to be conducted by the latter 
G eneral. 
I had know n both Bragg and 
Izingstreet before th e war, the latter very 
well. W e had been three years at W est 
Point together, and, after m y graduation, 
for a tim e in the sam e regim ent. 
Then we 
served together in the M exican war. 
I 
knew Bragg in Mexico, and m et him oc­ 
casionally subsequently. 
I could well u n ­ 
derstand how there m ight be an irrecon­ 
cilable difference betw een them . 
Bragg 
was a rem arkably intelligent and w ell-in­ 
form ed m an, professionally and otherw ise. 
H e was also thoroughly upright. B ut he 
was possessed of an irascible tem per, and 
was naturally disputatious. 
A m an of the 
highest m oral character and th e m ost cor­ 
rect habits, vet in the old arm y he was in fre­ 
quent trouble. 
As a subordinate he was a l­ 
ways on the lookout to catch hisconim anding 
officer infringing upon his prerogatives; as 
a post corcm anderlie was eqnally vigilant to 
detect the slightest infringem ent of t’nem ost 
trivial order. I have heard in th e old arm y 
an anecdote told characteristic of Ilragg. 
On one occasion, w hen stationed at a post 
1 of several com panies, com m anded bv a 


field-officer, he was himself commanding 
one of the companies and at the same tim e 
acting Post Q uarterm aster and Com missary. 
H e was a F irst L ieutenant at the tim e ; but 
his Captain was detached on other duty. 
As com m ander of the com pany he m ade a 
requisition upon the Q u arterm aster-h im - 
sélf— for- som ething he wanted. 
As Q uar­ 
term aster he declined to till the requisition, 
and indorsed on the back of it his reason 
for so doing. 
As com pany com m ander he 
responded to this, urging that his requisi­ 
tion called for nothing bu t w hat he was en­ 
titled to, and that it was th e dutv of the 
Q uarterm aster to fill it. T he Q uarte'rm aster 
still persisted th at lie was right. 
In this 
condition o f affairs Bragg 
referred the 
whole m atter to the com m anding officer. 
T he latter, w hen he saw the nature of the 
m atter referred, exclaim ed: 
“ My God ! 
Mr. Bragg, you have quarreled w ith every 
officer in th e arm y, and now you are q u ar­ 
reling w ith yourself.”—[General G rant’s 
le tte r on Chattanooga. 


F o r e t e l l i n g Typhoons.—T he G overn­ 
m ent astronom er of H ongkong has pub­ 
lished an account of the phenom ena which 
precede typhoons. T he first signs are leath­ 
ery clouds in the skv, of the cirrus type, 
looking like fine tufts o f w hite wool, and 
w hich travel from east to north. 
These 
appearances are accompanied bv a slight 
rise o f th e barom eter, clear w eather, lieat 
and light w inds. The barom eter then be­ 
gins to f a ll; the heat becomes oppressive; 
there is a swell on the sea, and the sky as­ 
sum es a threatening appearance. 
As the 
storm approaches these effects become m ore 
m arked.w hile the w ind gradually increases 
in force. 
Near the center of the storm the 
w ind blows w ith such violence th at no can­ 
vas can hold against it, and the rain pours 
dow n in torrents. 
Still nearer the center, 
th e sea is lashed into such fury that this is 
the m ost dangerous position for ships. 
Typhoons are m ost com m on during Sep­ 
tem ber and A ugust, but they are m et with 
all the year round.—[New Y ork Post.

H o l y G h o s t P l a n t.—F or the past s ix 
weeks th at q u ain t botanical curiosity, the 
"H o ly G host P lan t,” has been in bloom in 
the horticultural building in the park, and 
has been visited by thousands.

AN INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


PRISON REFORM 


Ueferring to the recent Prison Reform 
Convention held at the East the Intrr- 
Occan says that if the people will give 
half as much attention to the questions dis­ 
cussed, as did the members of the conven­ 
tion, prison reform will be soon settled. 
This is true. The reform is not half so 
difficult of accomplishment as móst people 
supi>ose. 
Penology as a social science has 
now advanced so far that it is only a ques­ 
tion of applying remedies. 
We have now 
for the first time a Penological Commission 
in this State invested with authority. 
It 
is composed of the meiniiers of the State 
Prison Board of Directors. There are, 
therefore, no two bodies one to act upon, 
and possibly to he resisted by the other. 
As a result, whatever the Commission re­ 
solves should be done in the way of prison 
reform is equivalent to being put into exe­ 
cution by the same men as Prison Direct­ 
ors—at least, just so far as the Board is in­ 
vested with legal power to change the sys­ 
tems, and introduce new methods. 
Of 
course there must lie a concurrence of the 
Legislature in all those measures that will 
affect the financial and economic system of 
prison government. 
W e shall look for 
some recommendations to the next Legis­ 
lature by the new body of a radical nature. 
For. as we have said, the study of penology 
has so tar progressed and such experiments 
have been tried and such success attained 
elsewhere that our Commissioners have 
really only the task of selecting from the 
experience of others, and of pointing out 
how far methods adopted elsewhere are ap­ 
plicable to California prisons. 
The Inter- 
Occan's analysis of those tilings upon which 
the 
penologists 
in 
the 
convention 
were agreed is very clear 
and better 
than any other review of the work of the 
Prison Congress that has come to hand. 
It appears that there was complete agree­ 
ment upon the principle of retaining those 
who understand prison management instead 
of making the places political gifts. There 
w.i» entire unanim ity in the statement of 
Major McClaughrv, that the best way to 
reform prisoners is to reform prison offi­ 
cials. 
It was a m atter of common agree­ 
ment that there should be genuine sympa­ 
thy with prisoners; penalties which were 
hum iliating should not be resorted to, and 
vindictiveness on the part of the official 
should be zealously eliminated. 
It was 
emphatically indorsed that prison labor 
should be a reformatory and diseiplin&rv 
measure. 
It was agreed that a stumbling 
bioek in the way of reform is the delay in 
trying those charged with crime. 
It was 
agreed that wardens should have absolute 
{tower to remove as well as to appoint their 
subordinate officials, and that by such a 
policy alone can the prisons be kept free 
from the contamination of political in­ 
fluences. 
It was unanimously agreed that 
reform must begin in the county jails, 
which have not that public attention that 
their importance as factors in the problem 
demands. 
The necessity for separate re­ 
formatories for female convicts was empha­ 
sized. 
Illinois is already considering a 
measure to provide a State institution for 
quasi-criminal girls, which shall lie in the 
truest sense a reformatorv.

preserved the four topics will confine the 
exhibition to lines that exclude agricult­ 
ure, scientific research in general, live 
stock of all kind*, educational exhibits and 
a m ultitude of things that enter into an 
unconditional exposition. 
The Governor 
of the State has received from the British 
Consulate official notice of the preposed 
Liverpool fair, and has been invited to 
call the attention of this people to it. 
It 
is probable that lieeause of our remoteness 
we shall not lie largely represented in it. 
But all expositions of this character should 
lie utilized, so far as ability enable» us to 
do so, for the purpose of advertising our 
State and broadening intelligence concern­ 
ing its resources and the desirability of 
our territory for those seeking homes in 
new lands. 
The proposed fair is to be 
officered by some of the most distinguished 
men of England, and those famous for 
their enterprise in commerce and manu­ 
facture. 
It is ti> have Koyal patron­ 
age, 
and 
in 
England 
that 
means 
a 
great 
deal. 
The 
purpose 
is 
to 
open the exposition in May next, and 
to lay out space for applicants as earlv 
as the 1st -of December, 1885. 
The 
prime objects are, first, to illustrate the 
history and development of traveling bv 
land, sea and air. This will include every 
possible kind of vehicle and carriage, 
motor and device for transportation, from 
a locomotive to a water tricycle. 
All the 
modes of constructing carriages, ears, ships 
and boats, with materials and modes of 
construction of life-saving apparatus, light­ 
houses, buoys, docks, etc. 
They will not 
be confined to those of modern times, but 
the value of comparison will be availed of 
by exhibition of known modes of convey­ 
ance throughout history. 
In the depart­ 
ment of commerce 
be embraced all the 
past and present modes, and examples of ex­ 
pediting trade and communication between 
nations and peoples, while manufacture 
will let in all the examples of industrial 
history and progress that can lie conceived 
of. 
The ultim ate purpose of the exhibi­ 
tion is one warmly to lie commended. 
It 
is intended to use the profits that may 
accrue from the enterprise to establish a 
schooljfor technical, artistic and industrial 
education. 
The exhibition is to be inter­ 
national in the truest sense, and the door 
is open to the United States to avail as 
fully of its benefits as if its location had 
been agreed Ujion in the heart of this 
country. 
Being placed at Liverpool will 
make it, indeed, of greater world value than 
if opened and conducted in the United 
States or upon the Continent, since Liver­ 
pool is quite the center of the commercial 
and industrial world.

REALITY IN THE 
DRAMA 


Julian Magnus, in the last Century, 
makes a strong plea for reality in plays. 
Theatrical managers are not now making 
money. 
The invasion by foreign stars, and 
a decline of interest in the drama, are given 
by them as the causes. 
But the essayist 
strikes the right key when he attributes 
the failing business of the managers to the 
distaste of the public for old things, worn 
and uninteresting. 
W hile all the world of 
thought has been progressing, the theatri­ 
cal managers have been running along in 
grooves they should long since have aban­ 
doned. 
Magnus alleges Chat the dram atic 
food tendered now is not so good, indeed, 
as it was ten years ago. 
W e think this is 
error. The difference is in the cultivated 
taste of the people. 
W hat gratified the 
dramatic taste in the modern drama a de­ 
cade 
ago 
palls 
upon 
it 
now. 
He 
is right 
when 
he 
says 
that 
stage 
methods are now so familiar to play-goers, 
that there can be no more deceptions, and 
ibout ail there is in illusion and scenic 
effect has been exhausted. 
W hat tiie peo­ 
ple want now is less of stage effect for 
effect’s sake, and more of reality—a closer 
approach to nature and the abandonment 
of the improbable and unreal. 
We need 
to get away from “ novel situations” and 
“ startling episodes” on the stage, and up 
to the life action and thought of the day. 
Men wish to see life as they find it, re­ 
flected in the drama. 
Tltev want more of 
art in their plays and less of fiction. They 
will applaud the appeal to the reason and 
the intelligence, in place of the appeal to 
the passions ar.d prejudices, the sympathies 
and the emotions. 
Mr. Magnus holds that 
the demand is for recognizable character ; 
that 
of character-acting this people ia 
especially fond, and this, of course, 
is 
because of the growing love for the true 
and the natural in the drama, which must 
hereafter conform to the experiences of 
modern life. 
Behind all this will forever 
stand the old dramatists and their im­ 
perishable works. 
But for the modern 
drama, it must be modem in every essen­ 
tial. treat of types of men as they are now 
known, and of things as they are, with 
naturalness and vigor. 
The French school 
of the drama has, we think, had its success­ 
ful day in America. 
The age may be an 
extravagant one, but the lovers of the 
drama, as Magnus holds, want reality 
pictured upon the stage. 
The literature 
of the plav must be up to the thinking 
and reading thought of the day, and the 
action of the drama must conform to the 
probable, as men judge it by present lights.

civilization. 


T h e r e is need for the interference of 
humane nations in the affairs of Morocco 
The authorities of that locality are again 
practicing fheir fiendish outrages ujkiu 
prisoners. 
So great iiave lteen these cruel­ 
ties that the representatives of foreign 
powers are entering their protests and 
appealing to their Governments to call a 
halt. 
As an instance: Recently the police 
authorities of Morocco had a woman, who 
was enceinte, publicly flogged. 
H er arms 
were tied together, drawn over her head, 
and the rope was fastened to a stake to 
hold her in that position. 
The lashes 
were laid on so heavily that blood flowed 
freely from the 
unfortunate creature’s 
back, her aged father and unhappy hus­ 
band lieing compelled to witness her terri­ 
ble sufferings. 
An English lady took the 
poor crgature to her home and nursed her 
through all her subsequent 
^uflerings. 
Foreign residents allege that charges are 
trumped up against innocent persons, who 
are arrested and inhumanly treated, and 
these atrocities have reached such a stage 
that the resident foreigners have all signed 
a petition asking that immediate inter­ 
ference be made by civilized nations.

The ten volumes that comprise this in­ 
valuable set of books should find a place 
not only upon the library's shelf of the 
lawyer, but of all general readers who de­ 
light in the romantic, witty and mysteri­ 
ous, as related to civil and criminal law, 
and who does not take pleasure in these. 
No profession, no branch of literature, no 
following has developed so much of the 
romantic as the law. • The most fervid 
fancy cannot produce fiction that will at all 
compare with the wonderful realities that 
have been developed in legal proceedings. 
Nor has wit had a broader field than that 
found at the bar. The volumes before us 
afford a limitless area for the skill of the 
dramatist, and unbounded opportunity fur 
the novelist. 
The 
series, now 
complete, 
includes 
“ Browne's Humorous Phases of the Law.” 
It was first issued in 1882, but the present 
is a revised and enlarged edition. 
It treats 
of the animal kingdom in Court, the ¡aw 
of necessaries, law of Sunday, idiocy of 
married women, newspaper law, nuisance, 
negligence, etc. 
“ Paget s Judicial Puzzles,” gathered from 
State trials, embraces the story of Elizabetli 
Canning, the Campden wonder, the Anncs- 
ley case, story of Ezra Penning, Spencer 
Cowper’s ease, and the celebrated Golds- 
borough case—a narrative of marvel that 
was originally written for “ Blackwood’s 
Magazine" by Samuel W arren, the most 
skilled law novelist who has made an im ­ 
press upon the history of fiction. 
“ Lyrics of the Law ” are songs and verses 
pertinent to the law and the legal profes­ 
sion, selected by “ J. Greenbag Croke.” It 
is a volume full of hum or and overflowing 
with rhym ing wit. 
“ The Law of the R oad” concerns the 
wrongs and rights of a traveler, and is by 
R. V. Rogers,.)r. 
It is filled with charm ­ 
ing anecdotes illustrative of curious phases 
of the law, both English and American. 
W ithal, there is a large collection of cases 
embraced in the little volume interpretive 
of the law for travelers. Aside trorn its 
amusing character, therefore, it has legal 
value as a brief book. 
“ The Law of the Hotel " is a treatment, 
by R. V. Rogers, Jr., of the wrongs and 
rights of host and guest, and is a compan­ 
ion volume to that last mentioned, the 
treatm ent being the same as to stvle, and 
the text fully as interesting and valuable. 
“ Curiosities and Oddities of the Law 
Reporters” is by Franklin Fiske Heard. 
It is a collection of brief paragraphs, very 
few exceeding the bounds of a single page, 
and the majority being less than half a 
page in extent. 
Its iitle fully conveys the 
idea ol the character of the matter the book 
contains. 
“ Poems of the Law ” are collected bv J. 
Greenbag Croke. This volume is more pre­ 
tentious than “ Lyrics of the Law.” The 
two principal poents have amused and in­ 
structed two generations of lawyers and 
their clients in England and America, but 
up to this year have long been out of 
print. 
The poems, some "of which arc 
illustrated, are seven in number. 
The 
chief are ” The Conveyancer’s Guide" and 
“ The Pleader's Guide.” 
Each is supple­ 
mented by copious notes of explanation 
and citation. 
“ The Judicial Interpretation of Common 
Words and Phrases" is by Irving Browne. 
Less humorous but more valuable than 
any of the other volumes is this on inter­ 
pretations of common words and phrases. 
The topics treated are exceedingly num er­ 
ous, and the words and phrases defined are 
too extended to lie enumerated here. 
“ The Curiosities and Law of W ills” is 
by John Proffatt. There is no subject of 
the law, outside of criminal records, more 
prolific of strange situations and entangle­ 
ments, and few subjects that have had 
broader treatment by Judges and commen­ 
tators. The volume treats of the origin and 
history of wills, written wills, forms and 
requisites of wills, testamentary capacity, 
legacies, limits to testamentary disposition, 
revocation of wills, wills as affected by 
domicile and construction of wills. Of all 
the series it is the only one that is of almost 
unbroken soberness." The work is suffi­ 
ciently extended and thorough to be en­ 
titled to rank as a brief-book of reference 
for leading cases.

The idea of introducing the classic authors 
to the youth of the day by rearrangement 
of their text, and such adjustm ent and il- 
lustration’as shall invite to the reading is a 
modern idea, and one to be wholly ap­ 
proved. We cannot concur with those" who 
hold that this class of works will satisfy, 
and thus prevent that thorough reading es­ 
sential to a correct knowledge of classical 
writers. We look upon such works as thi3 
rather as stim ulants to reading, and as ap­ 
petizing prefaces to an enlarged study of 
the classics. The success with which Dr. 
W hite’s series of “ Classical Authors ” for 
vouiig readers has m et is the warrant for 
predicting a hearty reception for the “Boys' 
and Girls’ Pliny. ’ It is not profusely.

Colonel Higginson’s first effort in this di­ 
rection was his "Y oung Folks' History of 
the United States.” 
Its success has encour­ 
aged him to issue this larger history, but 
constructed upon the general principles 
which insured the success of the first vol­ 
ume. Colonel Higginson writes upon the 
key note of romantic and poetic interest in 
American history. 
He takes issue with 
Lowell and Hawthorne that our history is 
commonplace and unpoetic. 
H e believes, 
on the contrary, that no historic subject 
more varied or picturesque is offered by the 
world. The book is a valuable contribu­ 
tion. Always a pleasing writer, and one of 
enthusiastic energy, Higginson has told the 
story of America in a manner to awaken 
new interest in our nation's history, and to 
stimulate American youth to more elabor­ 
ate research and reading.

F irem en's R elief Fchd.—The officers 
and members of the Sacramento Paid Fire 
Department, through a committee consist­ 
ing of A. B. t'orsaw, J. O. W ilder and M. 
Howard, have drawn up a series of rules to 
govern the relief fund of the Department, 
and the Hoard of Fire Commissioners, at 
its meeting last night, adopted them. They 
provide for a Board of Directors, consisting 
of the President of the Board of Fire Com­ 
missioners, the Chief and Assistant En­ 
gineers, and the foremen of the several 
companies, who shall have the manage­ 
ment of the funds, and invest them for the 
best advantage of the “ Firemen's Relief 
Fund Association of Sacramento.” One 
of the Directors shall be elected Treasurer. 
The Chief and Assistant Engineers and 
foremen constitute a Visiting Committee, 
to visit the members reported sick and see 
whether they are entitled to benefits. The 
President of the Board of Fire Commis­ 
sioners shall preside at the meetings, sign ¡ 
demands, appoint committees, etc. The 
secretary of the Board of Fire Commission­ 
er? is to act as Secretary. A majority of 
the Visiting Committee must visit the'sick 
at ¡east once a week ; and a member of the 
committee, who, without a reasonable ex­ 
cuse. neglects to visit the sick, is to he fined 
50 cents for each failure, the lines to go 
into the treasury. 
Any member who 
through sickness or accident is unable to 
attend to his duties as a fireman, or work 
at his business, is entitled to receive from 
the fund at the rate of $20 per month dur­ 
ing his disability ; provided such sickness 
has not been brought on by immoral or 
improper conduct. Any member who may 
attempt to impose upon the Association by- 
representing himself to he sick or disabled 
when he is not, shall forfeit all right to 
further relief.

Sacramento has for many years past en­ 
joyed nn enviable reputation for the char­ 
acter of her public buildings, and inore es­ 
pecially her school-houses. Her citizens 
have never been known to objeci to taxa­ 
tion for worthy purposes, whether it be for 
the improvement of the levee and sewerage 
systems, the grading of streets, erection of 
fine public buildings, or maintenance of an 
educational system of the highest order— 
including the employment of experienced 
and competent instructors and the erection 
of school buildings that would compare 
favorably with those of any city in the 
Union. W ithin the present year the 
school authorities have increased the ac­ 
commodations for public school pupils by 
the purchase of the Perry Seminary build- 
l»g at Tenth and I street*, and the erection 
of a magnificent structure on the school 
block between.Ninth and Tenth, P and Q 
streets. 
This latter building, work on 
which was begun early in August, is now 
about completed, requiring only a few fin­ 
ishing touches by the painters. A brief 
description of this handsome edifice may 
he of interest to such of our citizens as have 
not yet paid it a visit of inspection. 
The building fronts on P street, and ex­ 
tends 150 feet on that street, with a width 
of 78 feet. It is two stories in bight, with 
a seven-foot basement, and covers a greater 
ground space than any other school build­ 
ing in the city, allhough its capacity is 
something less than that of the Grammar- 
school building at Fifteenth and J, which 
is three stories in bight. It was the origi­ 
nal intention of the Board of Education to 
have this building occupied by primary 
classes, but it has been decided to use it for 
Srammar-school purposes, and to desig­ 
nate it the “ Capital Grammar School.” 
The commodious structure on the same 
block, and heretofore known as the Capital 
Grammar School, wifi henceforth bee illed 
the “ Capital Primary School.’’ There are 
ten class-rooms in the new building, five on 
each floor. Eight of these are 27Jx35} feet, 
and the others 285x40, the ceiling being 16 
feet from the floor. There are two entrances 
to each class-room, one from the main hall­ 
way and one through the cloak-room. Each 
class-room has its own cloak-room, sepa­ 
rate from the others, and also a closet fitted 
with shelves, where books, supplies, 
lunches, etc., may be kept. It might here 
be stated that the class-rooms are all on the 
front, or north side, of the building, the 
cloak-rooms immediately in their rear, and 
» 16-foot hallway extending the entire 
length of the building, into which all the 
class-rooms open. Each ofass-room is sup­ 
plied with four ventilators set into the 
walls a few inches above the floor, and there 
is, of course, suitable provision for stoves. 
The wainscoting in the class-rooms is but 
two and a half feet in hmht, which brings 
the blackboards within the reach of even 
the smallest pupils. There is a teacher's 
platform in each class room. 
On the south side of the main (lower 
floor) hallway two connecting rooms have 
been reserved for the Principal’s use. One 
of them, 16x20 feet, is supplied with black­ 
boards, mantel-pieee, etc.. and the other, 
12x16 feet, is intended as a store-room for 
. li 23. 
The first tlooralso contains—on the south 
side of the main hallway—a commodious 
washroom, which is supplied with four 
marble basins and slab. 
There are two broad inside stairways 
leading to the upper story, one at each end 
of the main hallway, provided with guards 
surmounted by black walnut railings. 
There are Also corresponding flights lead­ 
ing from the rear balcony to the second 
story, thus affording four means of exit for 
the upstairs pupils in case of a panic from 
any cause. 
The second story is laid off similar to 
the first, except that three of the larger 
class-rooms are so connected by folding 
doors that, for the purposes of the weekly 
assemblages, they can all be thrown into 
one spacious liali. These folding doors are 
24 feet wide, and are operated by the W ar­ 
ner system, which does away with the 
noise and jarring caused by the moving of 
heavy doors hearing upon wheels, the hear­ 
ings all being above and out of sight. In 
short, the doors are simply suspended from» 
above and make not the slightest noise 
wiien pushed open. 
The general arrangement of the upper 
floor is otherwise similar to the one below, 
including ventilation, hat and cloak-rooms, 
wash-room, etc. But at each end of the 
hallway is a 16x24 foot room, for the use of 
the classes iu German. 
Either the architect or the School Board, 
or somebody, has won the everlasting 
friendship of the teachers who are to occu­ 
py this building in the years to come, by 
having a suite of rooms set apart on the 
upper floor for their exclusive use. One of 
these is 12x16 feet and the other 12x13. 
Connecting 
with 
the 
latter 
is 
a 
sink and wash-room. 
The first of 
these rooms is to be provided with 
a table, chairs, etc., and the next, or 
pantry, will have a small kitchen outfit— 
cooking stove and other conveniences for 
making tea and coffee and providing warm 
lunches during the winter months’. Per­ 
sons engaged in other occupations are sel­ 
dom required to put up with “ a cold 
snack ” in place of the usual noonday 
meal in winter, and there is no reason why 
the teachers in the public schools—many 
of whom have to go long distances from 
their home.— should not in all cases he 
provided with facilities such as those de­ 
scribed. 
All the class-rooms in the building are to 
be supplied with new seats and desks 
throughout, the contract therefor having 
been secured by the Capital Furniture 
(’onipany. of this city, hut the articles have 
been manufactured in Sidney, O. 
The interior ventilators all connect with 
four larger ones, of the Cotter' patent, 011 
the roof. The finish throughout the inter­ 
ior is plain, but attractive. The wails are 
wainscoted four feet in liight, the material 
being alternate strips of redwood and 
white pine. The doors are made of simi­ 
lar material, and all the woodwork is var­ 
nished, thus preserving the natural colors 
of the wood. 
The rear porches (both up and down 
stairs) are sixteen feet in width, are pro­ 
vided with solid guards four feet in bight 
and provided with benches, thus affording 
a pleasant retreat for the pupils during 
recess hours, especially in stormy weather. 
On the first floor there are six large 
double door-. through which pupils mav 
enter or depart from the building. Two of 
these are in the front and four in the rear. 
Hence, it would seem that there is little 
danger to be apprehended from lire, etc.. 
during school hours, as the entire building 
can he emptied of Its occupants in less 
than a minute. 
There will he no less than sixteen clocks 
distributed throughout the building, all of 
which will receive their motive power from 
a small bit of machinery inclosed in a 
niche in the south wall, on the first floor. 
The principle 011 which it is operated ;s air 
pressure, conveyed through small pipes to 
the several time pieces. This method will 
insure perfect uniformity in the time 
throughout the building. C. J. Ncack. of 
this city, has the contract for supplying 
and operating these clocks. 
The water-closets are constructed on the 
latest improved plan. They are located in 
rows above a cement basin, or trough, 
which is kept tille 1 with water. This 
trough is emptied daily by the janitor, in 
the same manner that a bath tub is 
emptied, and the contents are carried off 
by a large water pipe to the main cesspool. 
Then a strong current of water is sent 
through tor a few minutes, the outlet is 
closed, aud the trough is again filled with 
clean water. There is a private closet for 
the teachers. 
The architect of the building was N. D. 
Goodell. the well-known pioneer, and it is 
certainly one of the most attractive among 
the many fine edifices in the city that were 
planned by him. The members of the 
Board of Education are thoroughly ¡'leased 
with the general plan of the structure, as 
well as its details. Thomas McOaffery is 
the contractor, and he has carried out the 
terms of his agreement to the letter. E. F. 


Woodward was the sub-contractor for the 
masonry, A. McFadden for the plastering, 
and Dúnkerst & Co. for the painting. 
8chool Director Avery is also entitled to 
ninch credit for the thoroughness with 
flitch the work has been performed, for he 
has given his péfsOU&l &nd daily attention 
to it from the beginning, greatly aiding the 
Contractor by his almost constant presence. 
By the terms of the contract the building 
was to be finished by the 1st of November, 
at a cost of $14,992, and the Directors say 
that, but for the absence of the furniture, 
it could be occupied on Monday next. The 
probability is, however, that by Monday 
week the classes of the Capital Grammar 
School will be transferred to the new build­ 
ing, and the primary classes now occupy­ 
ing the two smaller school-houses in the 
same block will, with others, be domiciled 
in the building thus vacated. The better 
of the two small structures (that at the cor­ 
ner of Ninth and P streets) will be re­ 
moved for the use of the colored classes 
now occupying the unsightly school build­ 
ing on O street.

MILITARY NOTES. 


B attalio n D rill—A n n u al B a ll—Sacram en to 
H ussars—E tc. 
The first of the winter drills, and the 
first since the encampment, took place at 
the armory last Monday evening, and was 
witnessed by a large audience from the 
galleries. The companies turned out with 
pretty m ranks—notably E and B. For 
drill purposes each was cut down to eight 
files front-double ranks, and a right and 
left guide. At the assenibly for companies 
each filed into the ball much more prompt­ 
ly than usual, and at Adjutant's call all 
moved for their positions in line at a gait 
which promised well for the evening’s drill, 
and when the time occupied in forming 
line was announced by Lieutenant Safford 
there was applause from the galleries. It 
was very well done, but the line can be 
formed in better time after a few more 
drills. In future the company assembly 
will be beaten in front of each com­ 
pany’s armony, so that it can be 
heard, at ,8 o clock, sharp, and time 
will be given to form the companv and 
call the roll before Adjutant's call—ten to 
fifteen minutes—when each must be ready 
to march for its position in line. It is just 
as easy for all to be ready at 8 o’clock as at 
.8:15. if they only try, and this will cause 
an early dismissal. The movements at­ 
tempted were mostly simple ones, if we 
except the ’ obstacle ’ movements 
but 
simple as they were, the drill demonstrated 
that practice was needed; but the practice 
should be more in the nature of company 
drills, particularly in stacking arms. Com­ 
manders of companies should keep con­ 
stantly before their file-closers the necessity 
lor their looking after the files in front of 
them. We noticed commissioned officers 
in the line of file-closers who took not the 
slightest notice of restless men who 
were directly in front of them when 
parade rest 
was the order. 
File- 
closers 
should 
recollect 
that 
they 
have 
duties 
to 
perform, 
white 
marching in the rear or on the flank of 
their companies. 
The. men during the 
drill were very prompt, and there was 
much less talk in the ranks than is usual 
I he marching in line, the abouts, the 
length and cadence of the step were ex­ 
cellent, and the oblique movements— 
which it was naturally expected would be 
the worst—were really the best during the 
evening. 
The wheels—right and left— 
were fair, and the firings by companies G 
^and B particularly were excellent. E’s 
tiring was not quite so good and A boys 
were on the rjgged-edge. until thev got 
warmed up to- their work. The Co'lonel 
rather broke up the ’* fire by companies ” 
by omitting 
giving the command 
ready. 
The right and left fronts into 
une, after having broken for “ obstacles ” 
were not well done. 
The “ fours ” were 
in too great a hurry to get into line. The 
right four of E carried off the honors in 
this movement, as, after attention was 
called to the slipshod way in which it was 
executed at the first attempt, this squad 
seemed to understand what was wanted 
and came into line in a very handsome 
manner. It is important that the men in 
each four should understand one another in 
this movement—that they should have a 
pride in coming into line better than anv 
squad in their own or anv other company. 
As executed at present at battalion drill's, 
the " fronts into line ' are failures, and will 


F ood T hat W a n t e d F ood.—Recently the 
Crocker Museum was presented with two 
large rattlesnakes—very fine specimens. 
After they had been in confinement awhile 
it was thought probable that they were 
hungry, and a frog was put in the case 
with them, but he was not wanted. Then 
some tlies were thrown in to tempt the 
appetite of the reptiles, but unsuccessfully.

A n o th er B o n d h o ld er K no cked O ut.— 
In September, 1883, Max Hausmeister, one 
of the city's avaricious bondholders, pe­ 
titioned the Superior Court of this county 
for a writ to compel Treasurer Forter to 
apportion 55 per cent, of $200,000, the gross 
revenue of the city for that fiscal year, into 
the interest and sinking fund. And 011 
JuneS, 1884, the said Hausmeister prayed 
for a writ of injunction against the Treas­ 
urer, to prohibit him paying out of the 
treasury any sum in excess' of 45 per cent, 
thereof, claiming that 55 per cent, of the 
gross revenue should be devoted to the 
sinking and interest fund. This suit was 
in the United States Circuit Court, and 011 
August 25. 1884. was decided by Judge 
Sawyer in favor of the city. Treasurer 
Porter, in his answer on behalf of the city, 
denied the right of plaintiff to claim inore 
than 55 per cent, of the net proceeds of the 
W ater Works fund. The case was yester­ 
day settled—so far as the Superior Court is 
concerned—by Judge McFarland entering 
judgment for the city.

CHEAT UCJNS. 
M.njr Ton» of Metal Poured Into an 
Knoriuou* Molil. 
Rokton, October lbtb, The third nt- 
temjit was mude at the South Boston Iron 
Works this morning to cast the great 54-ton 
breech-loading rifle gun ordered by the 
Government, with wimt success is as yet 
uncertain. The foundry was lighted 
brightly, as the white masses of Hume in 
the three furnaces cast their clare outside 
the grates. One hundred and live tons of 
iron hail been melting since !) o'clock last 
night. From each iurnacc ran a long 
trough, through which the iron was to flow 
to the center of the building, where a 
recentarle was prepared to receive it. 
Front this receptarle two troughs led to 
the pit close by, in which the great 
mold was erected. The gun is to be a 
breech loading rifle with a steel tube. Its 
length will he .'{0 feet, and its diameter ‘2 
feet at the muzzle and 5 feet at the hreecli. 
The bore is 12 inches, and the gun is ex­ 
pected lo carry n charge of litifi pounds of 
powder, capable of projecting 800 pounds 
The pit was dug in the ground over 40 
feet in depth, with a diameter of 12 feet. 
Thus was lined with boiler-iron to keep tlie 
whole pit water-tight. Inside this boiler 
iroa a heavy brick wall was laid, making a 
huge well. In this pit was suspended a 
mold of the gun, muzzle end down, which 
extended to within two or three feet of the 
bottom. A core arbor run through the 
center of the mold to form the bore of the 
gun. The rough casting will he nearly 
eight feet longer than the finished gun. In 
the top of the mold were holes, and at in­ 
tervals down the suits were openings into 
which the molten iron could he poured. 
The foreman gave his orderat 12:45 r. m., 
and his assistants at the furnaces seized 
long iron pipes and began an onslaught on 
the covering to the holes which were to let 
out the seething iron. Suddenly a loud 
noise was heard like the discharge of a 
small cannon. It scared the crowd but 
didn't affect the workmen. After a dozen 
punches at the opening of furnace No. 2, 
it was broken open and a stream of white 
hot Iron slowly coursed down the trough. 
As the aperture was enlarged the mass of 
metal began to How faster and dashed 
along sending up a shower of brilliant 
stars. Then the other two furnaces started 
their streams. There was a general rush 
forward to gaze down into the pit. Kacli 
man hehl his hat before his face to ward off 
the heat, and cast one glance at the flowing 
mass of metal far below, retiring in a few 
seconds with very red features. 
For twenty-five minutes this scene con­ 
tinued and suddenly there was a hurst of 
llame reaching almost to the roof. The 
entire pit was enveloped in flame. The 
spectators fell back, but did not leave the 
building. They thought it was all a proper 
part of the exhibition; hut the anxious 
looks of the workman soon showed the 
contrary. Lieutenant Itorap, after a few 
moments, called out : “ Stand hack there! 
You had better all go outside." Nearly 
everybody acted upon this suggestion. A 
stream of water was pouring into the cen­ 
ter of the mold where the core arbor oc­ 
cupied the bore of the cannon. This was 
done to cool off the metal from the inside 
nither than the outside. The visitors were 
quietly informed that if this water should 
tail to Mow by reason of any further acci­ 
dent then the building and its contents 
would seek a higher sphere. 
The cause of all the trouble was the eat­ 
ing away by the molten iron of the sand 
around tin. core arbor, leaving the rope bo- 
ncath exposed. This rope was burned off, I 
and then the white hot iron rested against 1 
the metal surface of the core arbor. The 
combustion ol the gas generated caused 
the heavy liante. If the tluiil iron struck 
through the core arbor an explosion must 
occur, hut as long as the water was kept 
running through the core arbor there was 
no danger. The iron had reached to with­ 
in five feet of the top when the hurst of 
fire occurred. 
As soon as possible the flow of inot.il was 
shul off, and then all waited for the flame 
to subside. At last the blaze went down, 
and then the furnaces were once more 
opened. If the intermission in the How 
was not long enough to allow the metal in 
the mold to partially cool it would not injure 
the gun. No further accident happened, 
ami a few minutes before 2 o'clock the 
easting was finished. President Hunt to­ 
night expressed confidence that the casting 
was successful. IN. Y. Sun.

In one of the tall cases in the National 
Museum are displayed various implements, 
some of very rude and primitive work­ 
manship, illustrating the games of chance 
played among the North American In­ 
dians. When the comprehensive plan of 
the museum has been fully carried out, 
the evolution of gambling from its rudest 
forms to its highest development in the 
intricate “ lay-out" of a modern hlaek-leg 
will he fully illustrated by the exhibition 
of the implements used. Among tin* most 
curious of the exhibits illustrating the 
games of the savages are pucks of plaving 
cards collected among the Apache Indians. 
These cards are made of dried skins or 
parchment, and are about, the size of the 
ordinary playing cards in use in every 
whist-phiying 
family. 
The 
devices 
upon them have been rudely drawn. 
Tne numbers of the cards 
com­ 
posing a pack and the character of 
the devices indicate that they are of 
Hpanish origin. Professor Otis T. Mason, 
the curator of the section of ethnology, 
recently received from Mr. Romero, Mexi­ 
co, several packs of cards of the kind 
known as Barcelona cards, such us have 
been in use among the Spaniards and the 
Mexicans for many generations. 
The 
Apache cards are rude imitations of the 
Barcelona cards spades, clubs, diamonds 
and hearts. The spade is a sword, or espa­ 
dón ; the club is a veritable club or blud­ 
geon ; the heart is a heart inclosed in an 
urn, and the diamond a geiu or jewel rep­ 
resented as set in the center of a disc or 
brooch of some kind. The spot cards 
end with the sevens, the eights, nines and 
tens not being included in the pack. In 
the Apache cards the queen is represented 
by a female figure, rudely drawn, like the 
first effort of a youthful caricaturist on a 
slate. The king is represented by a figure 
of u man, and the jack nr knight by a man 
on horseback. 
“ These cards were found among the In­ 
dians,” suid Professor Mason to a Star re­ 
porter, “ when our exploring parties first 
went among them. They undoubtedly got 
theui first from the .Spaniards. They play 
a number of games with them, some like 
simple games that are played with our cards 
-'old maid,1 ‘muggins,' and the like, and 
they had a game also like euchre. Now 
they use cards such as we use, which they 
have obtained from the settlers anil others.1’ 
“ Here is a curious game,” remarked the 
Professor, pointing to a little cube of hone, 
having a square hole through the center. 
“ This is suspended by an elastic sinew 
which keeps it bobbing up and down." 
The game is to strike it with a stick. When 
a man hits it, instead of taking up some­ 
thing from the pawns he deposits some­ 
thing on the pile. Thut gives the younger 
or less expert players a chance. The nmn 
who makes a hit goes into his house, anil 
gets some article, like a coat, or something 
of that kind, which he throws upon the 
heap composing the tmwns or stakes. This 
goes on, until finally the man who has 
made the most points tukei all. 
“ There is no game played by the Indians 
in America," continued the curator, “ in 
which the mind is brought to boar upon a 
problem or has to study out the move:; as 
hi chess or checkers. There is no game in 
which the player is expected to have men­ 
tal skill. All the games are strictly games 
of chance." 
" This game is something like the game 
of jackstraws," he continued, pointing to 
a collection of two dozen or more little 
round sticks, each having a distinguishing 
figure carved or scratched upon it. ‘ These 
little sticks are shaken up under a mat or 
hat, ami then dropped to the ground, still 
concealed by the hut or mat. Then the 
man who handles them, the dealer, takes 
out one slick at a time, handing them to 
the different players in turn. When they 
have all been dealt out, the man who Iras 
the best bund wins. The man who has 
the chief takes tile best or most valuable 
article; the man who has the next highest 
takes his choice next, and soon." [Wash­ 
ington Star.

Chestnuts for Klieuitiatlsm. 
Chestnuts—not of the story-telling kind, 
nor yet of the kind roasted and sold on 
street corners lmt horse-chestnuts, such as 
Bishop McNierney is carrying in his 
trousers' pockets for relief from rheuma­ 
tism. Our Washington dispatches reported 
on Saturday that the good Bishop of Al­ 
bany had been induced to carry horse- 
chestnuts by a Californian, who told him 
that the superstition is a native of the Pa­ 
cific coast. The Californian is mistaken. 
It was introduced upon the Pacific coast in 
1851 by a New F.nglander, who was a prom­ 
inent officer in the San Francisco Custom­ 
house. He both practiced and preached 
it, and every year he sent to the Fast, 
by way of Cape Horn, for a package of 
horse-chestnuts to distribute 
among 
his converts. 
It has prevailed in 
many parts of New England for a 
hundred years certainly, and probably 
longer, and there is no seajiort town be­ 
tween Portland and Boston where dozens 
of old people can not he found with horse- 
chestnuts in their pockets, to which they 
attribute their freedom from rheumatic 
complaints. Whence the superstition orig­ 
inally came we do not know, but we are 
sure that New England is the place from 
which it has been generally diffused 
throughout the Cnited States. An instance, 
however, has recently been brought to our 
notice in which it was both believed and 
practiced by an intelligent immigrant tin­ 
ier circumstances which imply that he 
learned it first in Ireland. According to 
our observation of the New England usage 
thoanti-rlieumutie virtue is supposed to de­ 
part from horse-chestnuts after a year, when 
the old dried nuts should be replaced with 
fresh ones.—[N. Y. Herald. 
Dkir ami P anthers.—Wo 
the 
other day, says Forest and Stream, the in­ 
adequacy of the bounty on panthers in New 
York. The reward is not sufficient to in­ 
duce hunters to undertake the arduous 
pursuit of the boast. The panther is a 
constant factor iu the destruction ol Adi­ 
rondack deer. For the sake of the deer 
supply, the panthers] should he system­ 
atically pursued and destroyed, and the 
bounty should be such as to encourage 
this. In Vermont, a few years ago, a num­ 
ber of deer were put out in the mountains, 
and for their protection a law was passed 
which provided that none should be killed 
before November, 1880. This time has 
since been extended to lSilO. The deer 
have increased and multiplied. The law 
has been well observed. We know of hut 
one instance where it was violated. That 
was the ense of the fox hunters who started 
a deer on Sutton Mountain, and after a 
long chase finally killed it. But with the 
new stock of deer has come a new stock of 
panthers, and the prospects are that the 
panthers will prove too much for the deer. 
The Vermont panther bounty is the same 
as that of New York, $20. That might 
eastlv be increased.

Graut*a I’lwn After Vicksburg. 
In hi* article on the battle of Chatta­ 
nooga, in the November Centura, General 
(•rant says: “ After the fail of Vicksburg I 
urged strongly upon the Government the 
propriety of a movement against Mobile. 
General Uosecrans had been in Murfrees­ 
boro’, Tennessee, with a large anil well- 
equipped army from earlv in the year 1 863, 
with Bragg confronting him with a force 
quite equal to his own ut first, considering 
it was on the defensive. But after the in­ 
vestment of Vicksburg ltmgg'.s army was 
largely depleted to strengthen Johnston, in 
Mississippi, who was being re enforced to 
raise the sjpge. I frequently wrote to Gen­ 
eral IInlleek suggesting that Rosecraris 
should move against Bragg. By so doing 
| he would either detain the latter s troops or 
’ lay Chattanooga open to capture. General 
Halleck strongly approved the suggestion, 
and finally wrote me that he had rcpeutedly 
ordered Uosecrans to advunce, but that the 
latter had constantly failed to comply with 
the order, mid at last, after having held a 
council of war. replied in effect, that it was 
n military maxim ‘not to fight two decisive 
battles at the same time.' If true, the 
maxim was not applicable in this case. It 
would he bad to he defeated in two decisive 
battles fought the same day. hut it would 
not be had to win them. I, however, 
was fighting no battle, and the siege of 
Vicksburg bail drawn from Uosecrans’ front 
so many ol the enemy that hi* chances of 
victory were much greater than they would 
be if lie waited until the siege was over, 
when these troops could be returned. Rose- 
crans was ordered to move against the army 
that was detaching troops to raise the siege. 
Finally he did move on the 24th of June, 
but ten days afterward Vicksburg surren­ 
dered, and the troops sent from Bragg were 
free to return. It was at this time that I 
recommended to the General-in-Chief the 
movement against Mobile. I knew the 
peril the Army of the Cumberland was in, 
being depleted continually not only in ordi­ 
nary casualties, hut also by having to de­ 
tach troops to hold its constantly extending 
line over which to draw supplies, while the 
enemy in front was as constantly being 
strengthened. Mobile was important to the 
enemy, and, in the absence of a threaten­ 
ing force, was guarded by little else than 
artillery. If threatened by land and from 
the water at the sumo time, the prize would 
full easily, or troops would have to he sent 
to its defense. Those troops would neces­ 
sarily come from Bragg. 
“ My judgment was overruled, however, 
and the troops under my command were 
dissipated over other parts of the country 
where it was thought they could render the 
most service." 
A Faintly of Hermits. 
A remarkable case of hermitage was dis­ 
covered to-day by the health officers. In 
an unpretentious residence on Bleecker 
street there has resided for a number 
of years a family by the name of 
Figce. 
The blinds have been securely 
fastened, and, us the neighbors have 
never seen any of the inmates, no one 
knew of what the family consisted. It 
was thought, however, that only the 
man and his wife were inhabitants ot 
the place. The manifest seclusion of the 
family occasioned the greatest interest in 
the neighborhood, anil a number of plans 
were laid to compel the man or his 
wife to show themselves. Every plan was 
fruitless, and not a person in the neighbor­ 
hood ever saw the family or presence 
of either. A number of philanthropic citi­ 
zens have called at the residence to in­ 
quire if the inmates did not desire some 
aid. 
In evciy instance they were an­ 
swered by a voice proceeding through a 
hole in the door, th inking them, hut de­ 
clining assistance. 
To-day the Health Officers called, and 
they w ere refused admittance. They stated 
that they were compelled to look into the 
sanitary condition of the house. After a 
great deal of hesitation thedoor was opened. 
The officers entered a large room, well fur­ 
nished, the only light entering through the 
door, which hud been left open. The her­ 
mit, who stood before them, appeared to be 
a man about 45years of age, of pleasant ad­ 
dress and dressed in a neat suit of 
clothes. Upon entering the next room 
the officers discovered a mother, sur­ 
rounded by seven children, the oldest a 
boy about 15 years of age. They were scat­ 
tered In various parts of the room and 
huddled together like frightened sheep 
when the officers entered. 
The mother 
was well dressed, and gave very intelligent 
answers to all the question* asked. 
It was developed that the man and wife 
had resided there for a number of years, 
rearing and educating their family. The 
husband spent most of his time locked up 
in a bed room. The rooms were always 
dark, and the children never permitted to 
go into the yard or streets nr he seen 
by any one. It is thought that the eld 
est boy brings all the food into the 
house before daylight in the morning 
and after dark late in the evening. In re­ 
ply to the question as to what means lie 
had, the man answered that he was rich 
and hud everything he wanted, and that he 
and his family only wished to be left alone. 
The house was neat ninl clean in every re­ 
spect.- [Cleveland header.

alone. In furtherance of this scheme, on 
the 25th of September, lsCtt, Ilijar, Director 
of Colonization, arrived at Monterey on 
the brig Natalia, for the purpose of secu­ 
larizing the missions. During a heavy 
storm which occurred soon afterlier arrival 
the Natalia—which is said to be the samo 
; vessel that Nupoleon the Great made his 


memorable escape trom Elba on—drifted 
ashore, jnst west of the railroad wharf, and 
became a total wreck. At very low tide the 
outlines of the hull may yet be traced by 
the clinging seaweed, and after stormy 
weather pieces of the old planking, tom 
loose by the surging mass of seaweed, come 
ashore, and an- carefully gathered up by 
curiosity hunters. Notwithstanding its 
fifty-one years'burial in salt water and in 
sand, and exposure to the ravages of the 
toredo samalvaa, most of the specimens 
that come ashore are in a pretty good state 
of preservation. The planking of the Na­ 
talia was of two-inch oak, and was copper- 
bottomed.

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THE LAVA BEDS. 


M o d o c 
C a p ta in 
J a c k 's 
S tr o n g h o ld 
in 
C o u n ty . 
[Red B luff S entinel.! 
Com m encing in the n orthern part of Sis­ 
kiyou county and running south a n d east 
into Modoc and l’lum as counties is a suc­ 
cession of lava beds, of w hich little is 
know n, except by those who have seen 
th em . 
As they are actually beyond de­ 
scription, w hen described as wild, desolate 
and barren, does not give one th at creeping 
sensation which an actual peep at them 
does. To cross one of these lava beds m uch 
caution is necessary. T he n atu re of the 
lava is of an obsidian cast, very hard, sharp 
and rough. T he upheaval has been so 
violent th at great caves and tissures are 
form ed. 
T he arches of these eaves are 
very dangerous to pass over, as the dis­ 
placem ent of a single rock would cause the 
w hole top or roof to fall in. 
Subterranean 
lakes were found. 
One was discovered the 
p ast sum m er near D ry lake, Modoc county, 
rid s lake is fifty feet wide and ru n s back 
u nder the cave apparently a long distance; 
as th e end cannot be reached, no one can 
tell how far it does ru n back. 
Again 
fissures an d crevices reaching for m iles, 
and several hundred feet deep,"will appear. 
South of Chalk m ountain there is an im ­ 
m ense ice cave, w hich contains tons of ice 
all the year round. T his cave- is su r­ 
rounded w ith lava of several different 
kinds and of all shades of the rainbow . 
I.arge blocks of obsidian, or volcanic glass, 
is m ixed in w ith the lava, m aking in all a 
beautiful an d wild scene. 
Glass m ountain, a few m iles to th e north- 
cast. is indeed a great curiositv. 
Im agine 
a terraced m ountain 7,000 feet above the 
level of th e sea, an d composed entirely of 
th is volcanic glass, shining and glittering 
in the sunlight, casting off tiie sunrays as 
if it were a diam ond. 
Terraces, castles and 
forts are faithfully represented. 
A glance 
a t this m ountain by m oonlight is grand; a 
sort o f soft, weird light is cast oil, w hich 
fills one w ith unspeakable adm iration. 
Ice cave No. 2 is situated from Glass 
m ountain, north by west, tw elve m iles. 
T his cave has also an inexhaustible supply 
o f water and ice. 
Here our party lbunci 
w ater an d plenty o f feed for our exhausted 
anim als. 
A fter searching nearly tw o days 
for w ater this cave was accidentally dis­ 
covered, and a godsend it was for both m an 
an d beast. 
O ur party cam ped here one 
nig h t recently, and w ere kept aw ake m ost 
o f the n ig h t by the scream s o f several Cali­ 
fornia lions, w ho cam e uncom fortably near 
o u r beds, and w ould give a scream and de­ 
cam p—we had sh u t oil' th eir w ater supply. 
T he unearthly scream of these anim als and 
th e how ling of several large owls, taken 
w ith th e th ought o f num erous Indian 
massncrea w hich had taken place in this 
vicinity, caused our brave hearts to quake. 
Ten m iles north of lee cave is T ule lake 
and C aptain Jack's stronghold, and directly 
acro-s the lake is the fam ous Kioocly point. 
Captain Jack ’s rifle pits are o f natural 
form ation in the lava, being sinks and 
¡lows probably five hundred, in num ber; 
they com m and all entrance to the cave. A 
handful of resolute m en could hold tw enty 
tim es th eir num ber at bay here—some 
bloody w ork was done by the In d ian s d u r­ 
ing the cam paign o f 1873. Several other 
points in th at vicinity h aven bloody record. 
A fter one has seen the place he has a strong 
desire to get away as quickly as possible. 
From w hat the w riter can gather, a terrible 
disaster w ould have befallen the regular 
U nited States troops had it not been for the 
volunteers, who were nearly ail well ac­ 
quainted witii the locality, and cautioned 
th e regulars o f the danger of storm ing the 
Indians in their stronghold.

producing, and 
around it are lively producers. 
I let ween 
these two extrem es are m ines o f w orld­ 
w ide reputation. 
T he Idaho is pretty 
nearly h alf way, and it lix** given out sume 
$6,000,000 {we speak in m oderation) in gold 
and is still alive. 
M ans. G authier's Crown 
P o in t m ine is also about h alf way betw een 
th e two extrem e points, and the prom ise of 
th e m ine is very g re a t; it has th e.g o ld in 
sight to pay for its own developm ent. 
The 
N orth Star and tiie Em pire, the. latter the 
oldest worked quart/, m ine in th e State, 
are alive now and are show ing w ell, the 
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G e n e r a l M e r c h a n d is e .

MANNER OF CONDUCT O G THE IN­ 
DUSTRY IN MEXICAN WATERS. 


How the P earls are Form ed—Chi­ 
nese Raft'.. Upon Pearl Oyster»— An- 
clout V'isheries—Value o f Gems.

A celebrated writer has said: “ That 
which we most desire will come to us some 
time, if we only have patience to wait.” 
Betsy and 1 have attained the acme of our 
ambition, for at last we have been perm it­ 
ted to go pearl-fishing! 
In Mexico no 
am ount of Mother Eve’s curiosity can ex­ 
cuse a lady for the smallest breach of con­ 
ventional rules; but the wife of our host 
finally consented 
(though 
with many 
doubts and misgivings) to preserve the pro­ 
prieties by acting as chaperone to the ven- 
twresome Amarieanat who insisted on join­ 
ing a pearl-hunting expedition. 
The boat was a seven-ton affair,"manned” 
by the ladies aforesaid, four oarsmen, three 
divers, the cook and a teiegraph-rope man. 
Our divers were handsome, mahogany-liued 
young fellows, but who became objects of 
terror when once inside their grotesque ar­ 
mor, with its bulging eyes—the more un­ 
canny when seen through twenty fathoms 
of water, down among the denizens of the 
deep. No wonder that sharks avoid them, 
and black “ man-eaters” flee in dismay 
before those glassy optics ! Imagine a stout 
six-footer, carrving 200 pounds of his own 
weight, covered with forty pounds of armor 
on his chest, twenty on his back, with plates 
of iron inclosing his arms and legs; a mas­ 
sive helmet, with its great, gaping lanterns 
for eyes ; shoes of lead on his feet, at least 
120 pounds of steel clothes on him , and you 
can readily understand why any species of 
fish should desire a more digestible meal. 


G O IN G D O W N IN T O T H E D E E P . 
At the spot to be searched anchor was 
cast, and one of the divers scrambled over 
the edge of the boat, down into the water. 
H e was sent out as a scout, to reconnoiter 
and reforc whether the locality was rich 
enough to pav for working. Through the 
clear, greenish crystal we could watch his 
downward course, till a sudden darkening 
of the waters announced that his leaden 
shoes had disturbed the soft sand of the 
ocean floor. 
The telegraph man in the 
boat held his wire with a hand as steady as 
though its sinews were of steel—and after a 
few moments of breathless anxiety, the 
jerking ot the rope announced that a mes­ 
sage had come from the depths. The pre­ 
concerted signal—a delicate pull, succeeded 
by two stronger ones—announced that the 
field was good and more workers wanted. 
Ho overboard the other two divers were 
tossed—one climbing, hand over hand, 
down our anchor chain; the other shooting 
head foremost to the bottom, like a lump 
of lead. 
Then, for three long hours we 
waited, while a tropic sun beat down upon 
our blistering noses, consumed with fears 
for the fate of our late companions in that 


S U N L E S S C IT Y T W E N T Y FA T H O M S B E L O W , 
Whose coral-paved avenues imagination 
peopled with mermaids and other mys­ 
terious creatures. Sharks are continually 
prowling about in more or less dangerous 
proximity, occasionally a man-eater ap­ 
peared in sight—his huge black buck glis­ 
tening in the 
sun—while hundred of 
“ Spanish navigators” spread their tiny sails 
ami wiry sea-gars darted like serpents 
about us. 
At length the unseen operators tele­ 
graphed to be brought to the surface : and 
being speedily hauled up, appeared but 
little exhausted by their long submarine 
experience. 
Each had his basketful of 
shells ; but whether they contained two or 
twenty pearls, a fortune or a failure, could 
only be determined when they should be 
opened on land in presence of the boat- 
owner. 
A coming tempest—which that 
ubiquitous individual, the Oldest Inhabit­ 
ant, afterwards declared to be the strongest 
which hail lashed the California gulf fur 
years—sent us shoreward with all possible 
speed ; for, however rich in coveted gems 
the habitations of the inermaidens might 
be, we had no desire to become their fel- 
low-citizens. 


T H E I N D I A N FEATtL D IV E R S . 
Unlike our professional experts, the In ­ 
dian divers (who are uniformly most suc­ 
cessful) 
plunge naked into the water, 
without any apparatus whatever, except a 
stone slung around the waist. They are 
wonderful swimmers, apparently as much 
at home in the deep as the finny tribes. 
They can propel themselves under water 
equally well with one hand and one foot, 
or with both feet without hands, while 
they rapidly knock the shells off the rocks 
and coral reefs to which they so tenaciously 
cling, and cram them into the sack of 
woven maguey-tiber suspended by a rope 
around the neck. The short, stout stick, 
which is the July thing they carry, serves 
both for weapon and implement. W hile 
tearing up the shells, he continually runs 
from side to side in the loose sand of the 
ocean floor, to render the water turbid and 
thus elude the vigilance oí his marine foes. 
If a shark insists upon making a meal of 
him, the wily Indian plays around him 
till the huge fish flops over on his side to 
bring his lanee-like teeth into better action, 
when—just as tne terrible jaws arc about 
to close over him —he forces the stick, 
grasped firmly in the middle, upright into 
the shark’s mouth, and thus “ spikes” 
him, as effectually as our General Taylor 
did the Mexican cannon at Monterey. 
Sometimes—alas!—the operation is not 
successfully performed, and the brave fel­ 
low rises no more from the underworld—a 
mom entary reddening of the waters telling 
only of his horrible fate. 


THE FATIGUE F & jJ i ? ' V ISO 
Is very great, and the men employed in the 
pearl ’ fisheries frequently discharge both 
water and blood from cars and nostrils on 
being drawn into the boat. But this does 
not hinder them from making forty or fifty 
plunges in tlie course of a day. Each diver 
generally remains under water about two 
minutes at a time, but instances Irave oc­ 
curred in which four or five minutes Lave 
been endured without any modern breath­ 
ing apparatus; and we are told that a native 
Indian from Anjanga actually remained 
submerged for six m inutes! 
The owner of some pearl-oyster beds 
near Mulege sends out daily during the 
fisiiing season twenty surf boats, each 
manned by twenty-one men. Of these, 
one is cliiif boatman, who acts both as a 
pilot and captain, and ten are employed in 
rowing or assisting the divers. The other 
ten men dive down alternately, five at a 
time, thus keeping work going while half 
the divers are recovering from the conse­ 
quent fatigue. 
Each boat is furnished 
with five large, perforated stones, pyra­ 
midal shaped, and rounded at top and bot­ 
tom. These are fixed to five different 
ropes, and each diver, when about to 
plunge, seizes one of them with the toes of 
his right foot, while with the other he sus­ 
pends his net-work bag. Then he takes 
hold of another rope with his right hand, 
and with his left he keeps the water out of 
his nostrils,

And fills his sack with shells. 
On no ac­ 
count m ust he let go of the rope in hisright 
hand, for by it only can he signal those 
above to pull him up, when he can no 
longer endure the unnatural element. A 
sim ilar process is made use of in the pearl 
fisheries of Ceylon, and it is said that by it 
the divers become so dextrous in the use 
of their feet that they employ them for the 
most common purposes, exactly like their 
hands—that they can thread needles with 
their toes and pick up the smallest straws 
or pebbles. These California Indians, who 
have been accustomed to the water from 
infancy, appear to hare acquired an am ­ 
phibious nature, akin to that of those 
South-Sea Islanders who, we are told, are 
such expert divers ihat if a nail or any 
piece of iron is thrown overboard, they 
will instantly plunge into the sea and 
never fail to recover it. 


C H IN E S E R U S E U P O N P E A R L O Y ST E R S. 
Though the guano-digging 
Chinamen 
who inhabit the California islands are not 
courageous enough to 
make successful 
divers, they are much given to the secret 
practice of the many ingenious tricks 
through which their countrymen in the 
Flow ery Kingdom force pearls by artificial 


means. At certain seasons of the year pearl , 
oysters congregate in considerable numbers, 
on the surface of the waters, where tl^ey 
open their shells to enjoy the influeu.ee of 
the sun. At this period the Chines^ fisher­ 
men, from tim e immemorial, have been in 
the habit of throwing into the open shells 
striugs of tiny beads formed of mother-of- 
pearl, which—becoming incrusted in the 
course of a few m onths—present the ap­ 
pearance of real pearls. As soon as this 
curious process is completed, the muscles 
are drawn up and robbed of the treasures 
which they contain. 
The truth of this 
extraordinary 
story 
is 
confirmed by 
the 
statem ents 
of 
m any 
travelers, 
and also 
by 
the 
result 
of various 
experiments. Professor Fabricius adds the 
testimony of having seen several Chinese 
Chamas (then in the possession of Sir 
Joseph Banks) the shells of which con­ 
tained hits of iron wire covered with a 
pearly substance. These wires had evi­ 
dently once been sharp, and it seemed as if 
the sagacious muscles, to screeii themselves 
against the intrusion of such unwelcome 
visitors, had incrusted and thus rendered 
blunt the points with which they came in 
contact. 
Both ancient and modern naturalists 
have speculated much on the 
FORMATION OF THE BEAUTIFUL GEM 
W hich oriental writers termed ruargion. or 
“ a globe of light ”—from which, and the 
Persian name “ Mervarid,”’ has been de­ 
rived the appellation “ Marguerite ” by 
which it is known in Southern Europe. 
Pliny, and afterwards Solinus, struck with 
its similarity to a drop of dew, imaeined 
that the pearl-fish rose every morning fo 
the surface, and expanded its shell to im ­ 
bibe the dews of heaven, which, silently de­ 
scending like a liquid pearl, entered the 
body of the oyster, and there assumed the 
shape, color and texture of a real pearl, 
and in support of their eregant hypothesis 
botli writers referred to various transforma­ 
tions observable in nature—such, for in­ 
stance, as the conversion of the nectareous 
juice of flowers into wax and honey. 
A 
sim ilar opinion is still entertained by the 
natives of Ceylon, and recorded in the 
Sanscrit books of the Brahmans. The Per­ 
sians hold the same idea, of which the fol­ 
lowing fable—which Addison introduces at 
the close of one of his moral essays—is an 
interesting proof: “A drop of water fell ont 
of a cloud into the sea, and finding itself 
lost in an immensity of fluid matter, broke 
out into those reflections: ‘Alas! w hat an 
insignificant creature am I in this pro­ 
digious ocean! My existence is of no con­ 
cern to the universe; I am reduced to a 
kind of nothing, and am less than the least 
of the works of Omnipotence.’ It so hap­ 
pened that an oyster which lay in the 
neighborhood chanced to gape and swal­ 
low in the midst of its humble soliloquy.” 
And the fable goes on to relate how the 
drop lay a great while hardening in the 
shell, till by degrees it ripened into a pearl, 
which, falling at length into the hands of a 
diver, after a long series ot adventures it is 
to-day that famous pearl which is fixed on 
the top of the Russian diadem. 
Many 
equally wild and extravagant opinions as 
to the formation of the pearl were advanced 
by European concliologists. till (in 1717) M. 
Reaumur came out in the " Memoirs of the 
French Academy ” with a curious paper on 
the 


ST R U C T U R E O F BOTH S H E L L S A N D P E A R L S . 
His conjectures, which are now generally 
admitted, were that pearls are formed ot a 
juice extravasated out of some ruptured 
vessels and detained among the membranes 
of the oyster. 
H e proved his theory by 
showing that oceanic and river shells are 
formed wholly of a glutinous and stony 
matter, which oozes from the body of the 
anim al; and that consequently an animal 
furnished with vessels fraught with a suf­ 
ficient quantity of stony juice to build, 
thicken and extend a shell, is iully capa­ 
ble of forming pearl, if the juices designed 
for the increase of its habitation shall 
chance to overflow among the membranes, 
or to fill up any accidental cavity in the 
body of the anim al itself. 
He further 
shows that when pearls of two colors are 
found in the pearl muscle of Provence, the 
traits of each are precisely the same with 
those of the sh e ll: and that each kind of 
colored pearl is found in the corresponding 
colored |« rt of the shell, thus clearly 
evincing that where the transpiration of a 
certain juice had formed, and would have 
continued to form a coat or layer of a pecu­ 
liar tint, the vessel that conveyed the juice 
had ruptured and occasioned a smalt de­ 
posit, which, gradually becoming hard, re­ 
tained the color of the shell. 
The intru­ 
sion of some heterogeneous substances, 
such as 


P A R T IC L E S O F B A N D 
Or shot into the stomach of the animal, fre­ 
quently produces these curious extravasa­ 
tions. M. Reaumur terms them the nucite 
for the formation of these valuable gems, 
as the sagacious animals cover them from 
time to time with exudations of pearly mat­ 
ter, in order to obviate the disagreeable 
friction which they necessarily occasion. 
Loose pearls are often found within the 
shelly covering of the mytilus, and when 
this is the case they have undoubtedly been 
rejected from the stomach of the animal 
and have fallen into the cavity of the shell. 
The observation of these curious facts 
probably first suggested the idea of forcing 
the m ytilus to produce pearls. 
It was 
known in the earliest centuries of the 
Christian era, and practiced by the ancient 
peoples who inhabited the coasts of the 
Red Sea; at least, so the philosopher, 
Apollonius, informs us. Says iie : " The 
Indians dived into the sea, after they had 
rendered it calm, and perhaps clearer, by 
the pouring of oil upon it. Then they 
induced the muscles, by means of some at­ 
tractive baits, to expand their shells, and 
having pinched them with a sharp-pointed 
instrum ent, received into a perforated iron 
vessel the liquors which exuded from the 
wound, where it hardened gradually and 
formed pearls of the finest water.” Mod­ 
ern naturalists are not inclined to credit 
this fish story; yet there are m any reasons 
tor concluding that the ancient inhabitants 
of the Red Sea coast knew some artificial 
mode of producing pearls : and the belief 
is confirmed by the method now employed 
by the modern Chinese, who retain, tyitb i 
few alterations, the arta atld Customs of 
♦heir ancestors, 


7 H E IN V E N T IO N O F L IN N A E U S 
Cannot therefore be considered new, though 
he was undoubtedly the reviver of this 
ancient art in Europe. It was announced 
to the Swedish King and Council, in the 
year 17(51, with an offer of disclosure for the 
benefit of the Kingdom. Various circum­ 
stances prevented tlie acceptance of his lib­ 
eral offer, and the secret was at length pur­ 
chased by Bagge. a Gottenburg merchant, 
for five hundred ducats. The sealed m an­ 
uscript containing the secret was afterwards 
disposed ot by the heirs of this gentleman, 
to the highest bidder, and thus it fell into 
the hands of a distinguished Englishman, 
Sir J. E. Smith. 
The nations of the East, like the ancient. 
Romans, prefer the margion, or “ elobe of 
light,” to any other precious stone, using 
the lines* for personal decoration, and thoso 
of inferior shape and luster for the trap­ 
pings of their horses. We are told that in 
the magnificent hunting equipage of the 
Sultan Mahmoud, which consisted of four 
hundred grayhounds and 
bloodhounds, 
each was decorated with a collar set with 
jewels and a covering edged with gold and 
pearis. Many Oriental writers have taken 
the cruel method of producing pearls as a 
text from which to “ point a moral and 
adorn a tale.” Hafiz, in illustrating that 
maxim of the ancient Arabs, which says 
to the virtuous man “ Confer benefits on 
him who has injured thee," wrote : 
" I.eam from you O rient shell to love th y foe, 
A nd store w ith pearls th e w rist Ih a t b rings th ee 
woe.” 
The Persian poet, Meskin Alderamv, com­ 
pares his friends to a string of pearls, and 
himself the cord on which they are sus­ 
pended. 
Carlisle's translation from the 
Arabic thus renders the idea ; 
W ith conscious pride I view th e b a n d 
Oi faithful friends aro u n d m e stan d ; 
W ith joy e x u lt th a t I alone 
Can jo in these faith fu l friends in one; 
F or th ey ’re a strin g of jiearis, a n d I 
T he silk en oord on w h ich th ey lie. 


T H E P E A R L F IS H E R IE S O F A N C IE N T T IM E S 
Existed chiefly in the Red Sea, the precious 
fruit ot which are supposed to have been 
produced in the shell of a species of Pinna. 
It is conjectured that this kind of pearl was 
the penim, or peninim, of scripture, and 
that the name is derived from its redness. 
This shell abounds in many places m en­ 
tioned by Strabo, Throphrastus and Ptof- 
emy. The same species is noticed by Solo­ 
mon as the most precious of all produc­ 
tions. Job also refers to them in the pas­ 
sage ; “ No mention shall be made of coral 
or of pearls, for the price of wisdom is 
above rubies.” 
Considerable pearl-fisheries formerly ex­ 


isted in several of the English rivers, par­ 
ticularly the Conway and Esk, According 
to Pennant’s British Zoology, “ Sir Richard 
W ynn, of Gwdis, Chamberlain to Cathe­ 
rine, Queen of Charles II., presented her 
Majesty with a valuable gem taken from 
Conway river, which was placed, and still 
continues in the royal diadem, a most 
beautiful specimen of the English pearl.” 
As late as the beginning of the last centnrv 
Ireland boasted her pearl-fisheries, and 
several beautiful specimens were brought 
from the rivers Tyrone and Donegal, one 
of which came into possession of Lady 
Glenlearly, who wore it in a necklace and 
refused the offer of £80 for it. Modern 
history furnishes several instances of the 


V A L U E 
A T T A C H E D TO T IIIB K IN D O P 
G E M . 
One possessed by Philip II. of Spain was 
estimated at 14,800 ducats ; another, be­ 
longing to the Emperor Rudolph—called 
“ the incomparable ”—weighed 30 karats; 
and a third, mentioned by Tavermier, was 
bought by an Arab for the Emperor of 
Persia, in 1633, for 32.000 tomans—or about 
$450,000! 
The fisheries of the Bornean islands were 
formerly much frequented, but are now of 
little consequence; and such is the case 
with those of the South Sea. The city of 
Xepehoa, on a lake of the same name in 
Chinese Tartary, produces pearls in abund­ 
ance, though of inferior Quality. 
This 
fishery occasioned a dreadful war between 
the Chinese and Moseovites, which was 
settled toward the close of the seventeenth 
century by dividing the lake equally be­ 
tween the contending nations. 
But from 
the earliest periods of authentic history the 
Indian's seas and rivers have been most 
justly celebrated for their peerless pearls. 
The finest are brought from the Island of 
Bahrien in the Persian G ulf; from*the 
fishery of Catisa on the coast of Arabia 
Felix, and from Ceylon and Japan. 
Per­ 
haps tlie most considerable pearl-fishery 
in the world is that at Manaar, a seaport in 
the island of Ceylon.
